This 
Heirefs was Sifter to the Qaeen , Wife of 
S. Leipis yand this Country went from the ft- 
cond Houle of Anjon^ and was again fettled 
upon the Royal Houfe of France by the Will 
ot Charles IV. Count of Maine ^ King of Na- 
ples and Sicily^ in lavour of Levois XL who 
united Provence again to the Crown. And 
tlus Charles^ Count of Maine ^ was the laft of 
the (ccond Houfe diAnpu.

pally this, which ingaged the Englijh and Dtitck. 
in a R^lblutiun not to fuflfer the Union of the 
two Crowns, after their AcinowledgmemL»<;rf 
Philip Y. nor to fee a Prince upon the. Throne,. 
wha would not join his Maritime Forces with 
thof^of Irance. For 'tis known that the Right .

But to look into the Pofture of Afiairs at the 
time when all Parties began to put themfelves 
if» Motion, (bme to bedege and others to de- 
fend Tniw^ it was rea(bnable to believe that 
tlas Place wwld be as briskly attacked, ascou- 
rageoufly defended \ that the Dnke of Saiu^y^ 
who is undaunted in the midft of Dangers, and 
animated both \if% p|articular and general lute* 
refts, as well as excited by Revenge \ I (ay^ it 
was reasonable to believe, that the Duke, of 
&nwjf, (purr'd on by ib nunv powerful .Mo» 
tives, and who, beiides die Advantage whidi 
I mentioned i>efore to accrue to him far the 
conqodl oUT^tilm^ was jperiuaded, that if the^ 
lo(s of this Place drew alter it that of £(m^ of 
tte Frtnch Provinces, he himfelf ihould btve 
his (hare of them.

tfl Germany-^ Ae French being obliged todrav^ 
^ieir Troops from all Parts where they wer< 
to march them where the Danger was md 
preffing \ and this Diverfion muft needs be S8^ 
vantageods to^ the Afllairs of the Allies in all 
places where tiie ' Seat of the War lay. BnC 
the readieft and nioffi certain Reward that he 
could g^in by this Expedition, was, What he 
lh<mld receive from England^ where Ws Name 
rung with Elogies, and where they were fo 
nermaded of his taking TohIoHj that all the 
Merchants freighted double the quantity of 
Goods for the Levant^ looking upon themfelves 
already as the.only Mafters of this Trade, and 
all the Mediterranean. Wagerers throughout 
Ae City of London were paying down Money, 
according to the cuftom of the Country. AH 
this, andwhat has been (aid before of the great 
dddre expreffcd' by the Endijk to deftroy part 
of the Naval Strength or France^ in taking 
Tonlon^ as I have already ftiewn, was a foffici- 
ent proof that the Englijh Nation would nei- 
ther fjMire Men nor Money to gain a Place, 
the conqueft of which would be \o beneficial to 
diem, and whofe lofs France could not recover 
in many AgesL and perhaps never •, fmce, if 
they only deftroycd Toulon^ and afterwards 
left it, they would not have given the French 
time to rebuild that Town arid their Ships a- 
gain in quiet \ to accomplifh which , great 
fength of Time and vaft Sums of Money would 
tmve been necefiary. 

The Refolution to^ttack ToidonhniTig been 
unartimoufly agreed on by all the Confede-^

He likewife fent Orders to 
Co\xtit.Medam^ who commanded in S(W/<{yi^ to 
march with his Forces into Provtnae. The 
Dulce of Sitvov and Prince Eugene were upon 
their xx^rcht out . could not advance lb fidt as 
th^ 'defirei. In jet word, all Prov^ce was in 
Arms to dejfend themfelves from tbe Dangers 
which ..th««atned,themj or at leaft to. prevent 
their b^ig fid great as they apprehendoi. All 
.^efe things behig done at the iame time, 
ihoi^ld be ail relat^ together ^ but this being 
inij^ffible^ flnce . the Pencil only can at once 
repreient many things in different Parts of the 
(ami?^ Pifture, which, tho' eafie to the Pencil, 
can- 1 be performed by the Pen, I muft dilpofe 
the Aftions I defign to treat of in a Series, quid 
relate them one after another.

AD 
the Defiriptions of whatever pafled before dus 
JoumaU are taken from the Accounts them- 
telves of inch who were concerned iri tho(e Af- 
fairs, and every one may reft latisfied, that I 
ihall iay nothing but wnat the principal both

Be/ides, 
Enemies jiaving drawn dtveir Forcesr from 
County of Nice and t^ntyras^ had Marihal 
r at die fame time evacuated the Valley dF 
ttUmttta^ to carry all Ids Troops to Aef^ar^ 
into Praventej then upon changing their 
im, they would have had Time, without 
Opj^tdoiij to have marched into the Val« 
of SurcUomna^ and penetrate thro' ths 
e from Qmt^ds mto DoHphntf.

, the Marmal caufed the Foftifes Which he 
ered to march into Provence^ to take theif 
It througli the Valley of BarcelonettOf by 
ch means they made a (econd Line behind 
fe who gjarded the Valley.

f^oTy wit£3Ut flopping either at Mmachoy 
t^Frcmca^ or Montdwi^ and their Fleet 
tng appeared upon our Goaft, 'twas no lon- 
to be doubted that their Defign was againft 
\m. This caufed Marfhal Terje to (end Or* 
; to M. Rasfetoty who commanded the firft 
y of the Infantry, and MJ>fioHcheSj who 
die Command of the fecond, tor enter mto 
Valley of Barcehmtta in Pravencey direft- 
their Courfe towards Ries. Count Diffon 
ordered to follow with the Troops of the 
leys of Qmyras and Barcehmtta.

'gmtedtims by tiiek March to ^"S^^ 
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for Tonicity where he arrived the xoth. Hei 
found that the Fortifications towards the Land 
were not in a Gmdition to hold out a Si^ 
longer than fix Days ; which is not to be w8a- 
drra at, fince nothing but iuch an Enterprize 
as this could make one imagine that ever iiasf 
Place fhould be befieged -, {o that it could not 
have made any long Renftance if the Enemy 
had got there before our Troops, and prevent- 
ed Qur Succours from getting in. Marihal 
TeJJe ordered h/LLmiereSj Blottine and Niqaet^ 
to work witii all Diligence upon the Entrench- 
ments, tiut die Troops who were upon their 
March might be received and pofted there; 
as likewife, to throw up a Gover'd-way, ana 
terrafs the Walls to plant a$ many Cannon up* 
on them as jpoffible.' .There was but a imall 
time left for io great a Wo»k^ riie Duke oiSa^ 
voy marching with mighty Expedition \ bat 
every body behaved themlelves therevcxtraor* 
dinary well ^ and Count Grignan got together 
fo great a number of Workmen and PeafantS; 
that 'twas at lafl: compleated. Marflial Tejje 
g^ve ftrift Orders to M, Grignan and S. Pater ^ 
to throw all the Companies* Guards of the 
Coaffts and Militia that could be rallied toge- 
ther into the Valley of Oidionlles^ ^ in a word^ 
to make all poffible' Efforts to maintain thofi 
Pafies upon which the Fate of Toulon in part 
depended i fince if the Enemies had gained 
the ftart of. our Forces, as there wa^ great rea 
fon to fear they migjit, and had feized thofi 
Defiles, it would have been impofBble to fiic 
cour it. The Marflial went from Todon tc 
MarfeiBis to give the neceflary Orders, anc 

rjetaracd'Poft from tkence \a oid&t to V)^r 
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Ae teft of the Troops at -Sir/ i hedefired the 
Mitqnis of Goesbriiwd to take the Command 
<^.diem, who acquitted himfelf with that Re^ 
jgakrity and OiTpatch, and the Troops, for 
whonl he took care to ^et' Refrefhments in 
their PaflStge, march'd with fe good a Will, 
that at length they all arrived at Tofdon before 
the Enemies, who had no Information of' this 
till they came to Cners. The Marihal entred 
Tofdm with the laft Body, where, after he had 
iettled the Forces in the Entrenchments, and 
left M. Coesbriand and- Dillon to command 
them, he went from thence to Aix^ at the 
timeihe Enemy's Van-Guard arrived at Ton- 
IcHj and aflembled there another Body of In- 
fantry, compofed of that which Count Medavi 
had turought thither, and ibnie Battalions 
which came by the Rhone and LanguedocJ^- 
MarChal T^i/e fentJA4. Marfilly to Marfeilles to 
outthe Militia in order there, and to concert 
Meafiires with M. TonrviUe^ the Governor, aU 
which contributed to the Security of this Place. 
The Enemies were extreamly furprized to find 
at their Arrival before Toulon 40 Battalions, 
either in the Place or in their Entrenchments, 
a cover'd Way, and a Battery of more than 
300 Pieces of Cannon, compleatly well ferv*d 
by the Marines. They expefted nothing of 
this, and were forced to change their Scheme, 
and began to intrench themfelves in their 
Camp, by a Line of Contravallation, which 
reached from St. Catherines as far as la Malgne^ 
with Batteries of Cannons and Mortars, at a 
fmaU diftance from one another. Several Aft w 
ons happened between the Ring^'sTto^i^s ^.\A 
tbdrs. They attacked St. Catherine ^ ^.wd >wei^ 
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repafs'd, which Poft was afterwuds gtfen up 
to them, as that oiCr^fs-Farw had been before, 
fince the former coald not be maintainM with* 
out abandoning the latter, and they were both 
too far from the Gamp, and out <^ the reach of 
any Succours fromthence,to be defended. Tlie 
Enemies polled themielves there, and began 
to make Batteries. Monfieur CotAriand or- 
dered M. Devayaux and lieutenant-Colonel 
de Farefi with Six Cbmpanies of Grenadiers to 
attack them, who beat them off, and deftroy* 
ed their Works, which notwitmlanding they 
renewed the Day following. Our Men work'd 
upon the Batteries on the Entrenchment of 
St. Anne J to oppofe them with a Fire equal to 
their own. 

Marflial Teffe went from Aix to Roqueveyn^ 
where Count Auheterre had brought him the 
Cavalry and Dragoons, which he ^d upon the 
Vtrdm. The Regiments of Daupinne and Hatt- 
tefmrt he plac'd at Boffet for the greater Security 
of a Communication with ToiUon^ and to pro- 
teft the Inhabitants oiSigne^ who had taken up 
Arms. The Marftial went from Boffet a third 
time to Toulon. The Enemies, to the Number 
of 8000 Horfe and Foot, came a foraging to 
Signe^ but^thefe loyal Peaiants having been 
opportunely fuccour'd by the Camp at Boffet^ 
the Enemies were repulfed, and returned with- 
out Forage. Marfhal Tejji being returned from 
Toulon^ march'd from Bojfet to Auhagne with 
the reft of his Cavalry , where Count Medavi 
joined him with his, and the Infantry he 
brought thither- whom he detach'd with all 
tAe Qivilry and Dragoons of Firmarcon^ the 
Two J3^ttalions of Amix^ t\iftT^ofeo\YvSan- 



terrcj ami the Two from Chmel^^ in (M'icr 
to poft himfelf on the fide of St. Afaximifty 
that he might from thence cover jiix^ and fo 
keep the Enemies within their Camp, and 
prevent their getting any SubiifUnce from the 
Country, with Oroers however, that if he 
flioald be prefled by a fiiperior Body of Troops^ 
to retire over the Brid^ that were kid upon 
the Daraficej which the Marfhal had ordered 
to be icarried down to PertMi^ and Orgm ^ he 
diipatched at the iame time over the Durance 
Oxmt Malean^ to receive there the Regiments 
of Dragoons of Ferae and Vtlgagr^f and tho(e 
.rf the Cavalry of Chartres^ Qntmcowrt^ and 
RamcecoMTtj which were coming from France^ 
and to conduft them to G)ttnt Medavi jR> ibon 
as they arrived. After this Marihal life 
marched to TohIoh with the reft of die In£in- 
try, coniifting of fynt Battalions, and pofted 
himielf in a third Lme behind Ms Entrench* ' 
ments. Thefe frefh Succours broke the Mea- 
fures of the Enemy, who thought of nothing 
now but to firerupon and bombard the Town ^ 
and their Fleet not being able to bring in their 
BomlhVeflels, by reafon of the Fire of the 
fmall Fort of St. Leipisy which was upon the 
Left of their Army, and into which Marflial 
Tejfe had put M. Dillon^ a Captain of the Re- 
. giment ofVexin^to command it, with 50 Gjq- 
^ nadiers, they refolv'd to batter if, and you 
! fliall fee what followed upon this in the Jour- 
. nal of the Siege. 

After this happy Rencounter the Enemies 
never dared to attack any one of the Pofts from 
which we had beaten them, but h^vm^ tca^^ 
* thmUifJvcsMaAers of Fort Lewis y y^Ta^cb. co\iX.^ 
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not hold oat longer , their Bomb-Veflels a^ 
proadied the 21ft, and bombarded the Ha: 
Dour all that Day, and the Niglil: foUowin 
On the 22d. they plav-d upcxi a Battery b 
tween Fort Lewis and the ffdt Tower, whic 
g^ards the Entry <£ the Ko&d. this Battef 
kept back the Bomb-Veflels, ana obliged thei 
tx> reumi *, lb that the whole of their £>mbirc 
ment coil us but Two old Ships, called Ze & 
and Le FartuftCy which had not been at Sea n 
Ten Years,their Bombs falling into them. Tli 
reft of the King's Ships, which were Fifty i 
Number, the Arfenal and Ma^izines of th 
Navy received no Damage. The 22d ii 
Bomb-Veffels rejoined their Fleet, not hm 
able to hold out. longer againft tne Gmnoi 
from the Land, and receiving no further Pro 
teftion from tne Enemjr's Army, which de 
camped without noife of Drum or Trumpet 
after they had blown up their Powder, on th< 
21 ft at Night, they left behind them a grca 
Quantity of Cannons, Bombs, Granadoesanc 
Bullets, and marched with great Precipitation 
this is the Subftance of the Siege, which how 
ever fhall not hinder me from giving the Tour 
nal I promifed, wherein abundance of thing 
will be contained, which can't be related in J 
few Words.

. only one Half-Moon, and the Body of , 
Place is patched up partly of old Work 
partly of new ^ there is likewife z. v^^-^ 
'Ditch, dry iai broken dovf a m ^^t^^x. 
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many places ; but it had no Covered- Way nor 
Out-work to defend Approaches. The 
Place was in this Condition the 5th of J$Jjf^ 
when they fet to work to fortifie tfie Pojl of 
St Catharine J to keep the City in (bene mea- 
fiure from being intuited, and put it into a 
condition of D^nure. All that tney could dO| 
was to terrafle and fit up the Rampart with all 

Seed, with the Earth they took out oTtbe 
itch, to face the Ditch with a dry Stone 
Wall in thofe parts which were fallen in« and 
to make a Glacis and a Cover'd-Way witn Pkl* 
li&do's ', they added like wife one Redoubt 
of Earth at the Angle of the Minims Baflion •, 
but they had neither Time nor Earth to make 
Half-Moons to the Courtains. They were jfor- 
ced to have a view of the Country to pull down 
the Suburbs, and the Convent of S. Laxjxrus^ 
befides (everal Baflides and Garden Walls near 
the Place : In a word, nothing was omitted to 
put it into a Condition to hold out a Siege. 

However, as the fafety of this Place (fepen- 
ded wholly upon a vigorous Refiftance, . and a 
great number of Men for its defence^ Marfhal 
leffe ^ who perceived wlwt would happen, 
caufea twenty-nine Battalions to advance with 
all expedition, to get there before the Enemy; 
the firfl nineteen of them arrived the 2sd of 
7///v, and the reft the 2yth. 

To favour the approach of our firft Troops, 
and to keep the Enemy back, who haflened 
their March, we took polTcffion of the Poft of 
S. Catharine^ with five Battalions which re- 
turned from the f^ar^ who were joined there 
by two other of the Garifoh- Two Compa-

roops, and that ."he ,was going ^toaflemble alj 
ofe In Da:iphiney to join theni >vhich were 
ready In Provence^ to prevent their Defigns ^ 
ith Orders to fena him what Troops he could 
ire of thofe he commanded in Savoy. Upon 
bich the Count marched liimfd.f, leaving 
\y 9 B.ittalioni» and i Rcgi^iieiit of Dx^^^^ 
ider the i^'hrqiiis de TT^joy^ J^ieutenauV ^^tvtt* 
: //cf took with him M. Mhwyo^ ^xv^ t!^.^

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Marquis de Grancyy Field Marftials, and on 
the ^th oiAuguft joined the Army under Mar- 
ihai Tejfe^ which was aflembled near Toidm. 
The Enemies had already fcnt Orders almoft 
all over Provence^ between the Sel and the 
Durance^ to raife Contributions,' inlbmuch 
that all the Country was in a general AUarnL 
Count ^e^^ty thought it neceflary, the better 
to encourage them, and elpeciallv the Cityof 
Aix^ to fignifie to the Marlhal nis intention 
of marching with the Forces he had brought 
with him to S. Maximin^ where he fliould oe j 
in a readinefs not only to hinder the Enenay 
from enlarging their Contributions, but like- . 
wife of ftrei^htning them to that degree, that 
*twould be difficult for them to fubfift, which 
was the beft means to fruftrate their Defign 
upon Totdon. The Projeft fucceCded (b well 
that the next dav after he had taken pofleffion 
of this Camp, he feized upwards of 30000 Ra- 
tions of Bread which the Enemy had demand- 
ed as well at S. Maximin as Tonrv^s and Brig" 
nolle i and M, dc Saint Amonr^ a great Parti- 
fan of their Armvj who was detached with a 
Body of 800 Horfe to convoy this Bread to the 
Canip, was obliged to return without it. At 
the (ame time all the Forage was. feized which 
lay between their Camp and ours, fo that in 8 
or I o Days the Enemy wanting both Forage 
and Provifions* were obliged to retire. 

While all tnings confpired for the Preferva- 
tion of Provence^ let us fee what was done in 
particular at Aix. 

Count Grignan^ who cammanded in Pro-' 
wnce^ jgave orders to the Confiils oiAix and 
the Procurators of tte O^ratry ^ yiW^ ^re the 
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Syndics general of the Province, to fend 
iicccflary Orders to the O)rporations, to pro- 
vide all things that might be neceflciry for the 
Subfiftance of the Troops, which were to enter 
into that Province vdirefting at the fame time, 
that the Qtizens mould take up Arms for the 
Defi^ce of Aix\ which was -punftually 
executed by the Marquefs de Caftelancy 
M. Defparron^ the Mayor and fir ft Conful of 
the dxy^ M. Audiherty Conful and Afleffor 
a Poft ulually given to none but eminent Law- 
yers and Mrs, d' AtbertSaim-HipoUte^ and 
BimfiUon^ their Colleagues, who, in purfuance 
of the Orders they haareceived, caufed all the 
Gates of the City to be waird up, except 
three^ at which, as well as at the Town- 
HoD(e, Guards were placed, wherein all the 
Pftrfons of Quality, the Prefidents aMortier^ 
thofeofthe Chamber of Accounts, the Court 
of Aids of the Country, and Gentlemen, were 

f^leafed to fet an Exa?nple to the reft of the 
nhabitants, by mounting the Guard in their 
turn. In tne mean time, advice was brought 
to AiXy that Marefchal Theffe was coming to 
Sijteron^ which obliged the Marquefs de C^fie^ 
lane to go thither to receive him, and furnifh 
his Troops* with all neceflary Refrelhment. 
This Marquefs* .who conftantly followed Ma- 
refchal TheOe through all parts of the Province, 
executed his Commiflion fo honourably, that 
he gjave equal Satisfaftiou as well to the Se- 
neral-OfRcers, who commended him highly, 
as to the whole Province, which was a very 
difficult matter, at a time, when the Souldiers 
f omnionly take the greateft liberty. Max^A 
Tt^Jfi arrived ztAix the 2 2d of ^nly^ YvaSto^

no Troops left with him, thofe ^yhich he had 
brought, being happily got into Toidon\ 
a Council was held, wnercin it was proposed to 
forn a Camp beyond tihe Dfirance^ whicH: 
would have expofed the CityofAiXyMarfeilles^ 
and Arles^ and the greateft part qf the Pro- 
vince i but 'twas refolved to make an Appear^ 
ance in the firft of thofe Cities, and to wait fcf 
the Succours, which were fpecdily to arrive. 
This proved the beft courfe, as Experience af- 
terwards fhewed. But that whicii mdl en- 
couraged the City of Aix^ was the arrival of 
Count Medavy^ who came thither the 5th d 
Augiifiy with the Troops he had brought : He 
was received there with great Acclamations, . 
and went the Day following to G^iwewax, where 
it had been refolv'd in Coancil, to form a-

Totilefiy and AfaFfeiffes, cover'd not only, thofe 
two great Cities, but likewife fecur'd tha 
Troops wliich were marching to Ttwlon ; and 
Count Medavi had not come out of it, but that 
the Enemies Cavalry came to Brigmles^ andas 
far as St. Maximin^ which they laid under 
contribution. This obliged Count Medaui 
to quit that place, and to poft himfplf at Stir 
tons^ the better to hinder the Enenjies Excur^ 
fions, and to fall uppn their Parties, who fo- 
rag'd within four Leagues oF Aix. AL MhtrP^ 
de Saint J^polite^ the lecond Conful, was ap- 
pointed to order the Province, to furnifh wliat 
Ammunition was neceflary for this Army, 
during which, Mrs. Audibert and BonJUlerij 
were left to guard the City, in which the 
Marquefs da Tromp was to command, and* 
all Qtthcm acquitted tJiemfeVi^s of their Truft 



extremely well. When Count Medavi came 
before Aixy his Troops were fiipplied at his 
Arrival, with 40000 Rations of Oats, and as 
liluch Hay, with all other forts of Rcfrefli- 
ments : But what is moft furprifing, is, that 
tho* the Enemies Army had enter'd Provence^ 
they found nfbans for the Subfiftance of all the 
Troops, >which came to refcue it, though there 
was wit little Money in the publick Treafiiry. 
This was owning to the Vigilance o£ the Con- 
iuls oiAix^ and the People's Zeal to open their 
Puries. Tnofe who wanted Money, furnifti'd 
their Qiota of Necellaries upon truft, and that 
in a time, wherein, according to all appear-r 
ance,.Pr«>vewe could fcatrce tc able to make 
iwad.ag^ft the Enemies Forces-, but tHe 
IpyUlty. of the. Peaftnts of this Country was 
fb great, that, althogh the Duke of Savoy was 
Mailer of one of the fiheft parts of the Pro- 
vince, there was not fo much as one Man that 
declared for him, and joyn'd his Forces. Mar- 
ffial TiiJi,. after he had condufted the firft 
Troops before T^k/w, wa^ receiv'd at his re- 
turn, with all imaginable Honour-, as was 
likewife Count Medavi. In a word, every one 
behav'd theiiifclves fo well, and the Peafants 
^reft fo much Zeal and Affeftion, that thofe 
two Generals declared then^felves to be ey- 
reeding well (atisfied with it ^ and that nothing 
:oiild he added to the Zeal they demonftrated^ 
:or the Service of the King, and the Honour of 
jieir Country. 
This will not be wonder'd at, if we refleft 

rthe Example, which the Parliament of 
g^ve to all Provence. The followiu%Lfctr 
lex wiJl jo/orm tts of fome thiag^s eq)aaJ\>y 
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iftg hrJenfime to the People : The way he did it 
Was tkis. 

jifter having melted down his own Ptate^ and 
found himfelf under extraordinary Prejfures^ fc- 
fore itwas toojfihle he could have any Money from 
Court^ he fent for four of the mofi creditable Per- 
foifsJromtAdirkilieSj audreprefentedto them the- 
dangerous condition of Provence, and that it 
iouidhe unavoidably loft without Money. Thofe 
Gentlemen agreed with him as to the Danger^ 
hfit told him they had no Money ^ and that it was 
mpoffible for them to raife any in the prefent 
unSure^ hecaufe every one thought offaving him'^ 
'^ifj and not being able to conjeSfure what would 
ie the Confequences of the Duke ofSzsoy's Enters 
irizjt^ they did not know what Jtraits they might' 
he reduced to. . Ihe Jntenda^t crwrid what they 
^aid wasjufi^ and told them^ he neither demand" 
rd Money ojthem^ nor defir*d them to borrow itj 
htft only that each of them would give him a BiU 
jf One Thoufand Crowns^ payable ta the Bearer ^ 
m March next^ and he would give them his 
Bend to bear them harmlefs. Thefe Gentlemen 
^gCeedtoity and gave him their Bills'^ he pray' d 
them likewtfe^ to let what ' they had done^ be' 
hiffwn to the Puhlick : They would have excused 
themfelveSy but being prefs'd by the Imenianty 
they agreed to it at laft^ and then boafted of ity 
«r if they had dejignd to plead a particular 
Merit from it. 

This was no fooner known in the City^ but O" 
therSy willing to follow their Example^ went and 
made the like offers to the iHtendant : He recei-- 
ved them very favourably ^ highly commended 
their Zeal^ and f aid they deferved the TChanki 
ff the Xi;fg a^d the whole Province^ awd to \i orrje

their Barnes made knarm to his Majify^ 
made the Thing fi puhlicJtj that the MagiJk 
ef the City^ and others^ according to theit 
ample ^ were willing tp fiare in the Glory i 
ving ajjjfied their Country, Thus in two or 
.t)ays time^ Mr. le Bret had Bills from' a 
Per fins ofmvfi Credit in the Tmn^ payable^ 
Bearers^ which efiabltfljed a Fund of about 1 4 
Crowns. But as thofe Bilbfiemed to be of 
ufej every one wonder'd what he would do 
them^ and haw he would make Money of > 
There was indeed a great deal of difficulty i 
fqr the time being Jbortj the Enemy at the i 
(f the City^ and every Body being uncertain 
Krogrefs they might makoy and of the Confe 
0es that might attend ity the thing feenfd ifi 
ElicahU : But Mr. le Bret forefaw all thofe C 
cleSj and knew what he had to do.^. Some d 
chants of MarfeiUes had con/iderable Sun 
foreign Cpin^ particularlyCohs j_and he p 
them to fell him them.. They made feme diffi 
to grant it at firfl^ fearing it vfouldbe long 
they had their Money again *, but having Jlh 
them the Bills abovemention*dj payable to hi 
d$ Bearer^ athi offered them as a Securityj 
agreed to his Demand^ upon his particular , 
that thofe Bills fltould be paid as they became 
By this means he got about 140000 Cobsj n 
he prefently carried ta the King*s Mint at j 
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Sdf^ty €f Provence, and xpiB rdwa^s make hit 
NamfamoJis \ fer^ as yon juftly ohferve^ we are 
as muchindebted. to him as to thcfe who ventwr*d 
their Lives in mar defence. 

The lahabitaiits oiMarfeiUes did not content 
themfelves with doing wlut I have now told 
you, bat alTo formed fuch Defigns for the De- 
Fence of their City, and of the whole Province, 
as difirover'd their Refolution to defend them- 
felves to the laft drop of their Blood. To this 
end 97 OQ of the Inhabitants took Arms, divi- 
ded into Companies of 25 each, commanded 
Iqrtjie moft Warlike Merchants : They alfo 
^m'd four Companies of Mufqueteers^ com- 
po(ed of the unmarried Youth of the teft Far 
milies <A the Town : They were 400 in num- 
ber, commanded by M. de ForviBe^ Governor 
of the City. They form'd likewife a Troop of 
»2o Hor(e. moft of whom had been 9 or 10 
Years in tne Arojy v and lA.de Lobet was their 
Captain. All thofe Troops were under the 
Command oi M» de ForvUle. Befides thefe, 
there were ^000 armed Peafiints in the Neigh- 
boarhood of MarfeilUs. And by good Luck^ 
there was in die Town 250C0 Load of ola 
Coriu which would have been of great ufe oh 
occanon. They likewife prepared 250 Beds 
for fick and wounded Officers that ftionld be 
fent from Toulon :■ And thofe Beds being for-. 
i]iifhed by the Inhabitants, we may juftly lay 
they contributed more ways than one towards 
chafing the Enemy out of Frovence •, and that 
they not only opened their Purfes^ but refolved 
likewife to (pend their Blood in defeacc of their 
Country. And as the numbtt of Q^fetxsx^, 
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was great, an Officer was appointed to take 
care of their Subfiftahce : Which had a very 
good effeft, both becaufe of the great number 
provided for, and/ the Rumour being alia 
{bread in their Camp of the great care taken of 
ttiem i and that Promife was faithfully kept to 
thera,it encoura^d them to come over in grea- 
ter numbers. There were Batteries pknted 
toward the Sea of 3 oo Cannon and jo Mortars* 
befides 1 1 armed Gallies in the Harbour, ana 
9 more expefted fpeedily from Toulon. 

While all the Towns and open Country of 
Provence were d<ring what they could for the 
Safety^ of the Country^ let iis take a view of 
what the Marines in Toidon did on their 
part. 

No recourfe could be had to any but their 
Officers, to put the Town in a Condition to- 
make a good Defence, toward the Fortifica- 
tion of wiich there had been nothing done of a 
l<ong time. They found ways in a Month's^ 
time to caft up a Rampart and Parapets, above 
half the Circumference of the Town', where 
there were none before *, and this was done a 
with (b much diligence^ that all the old Works 
were repaired, and the new ones compleated, 
one of the chief of which was the Entrench- 
ments of St. j4nne^ before the Duke of Savoy 
arriv'd. The Crews of a Squadron of 8 Gal- 
lies, commanded by the Marquis de RoyCy 
which weat to Tonlon by the King's Orders, 
contributed much to the carrying on of thofe- 
great Works above-mention'd. There was 
^00000 Weight of Powder in the Arfenal of 
tfhfi; Marine, and all- other Neceflaries ftr a 
Jbng^Sies^j befides what. Yja.s m tKe Towers^ 
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in Tort St. Xcw//, in the Dock% tad in iher 
lotteries on the Road. 

It muft be obferv'd, that the Marquis de 
LangBTon , Lieutenant-General of the Naval 
Forces, commanded the Marines in the Har- 
bour dT Todon \ and being the older Lieute- 
nant-General tnan the Marquis de^St. Voter y . 
who was order'd to Command in the Town, 
and to aft in concert with him, the latter 
would not meddle with thfe Command of tiie 
Marines, who were charg'd with the care of 
pUntingand ferving the Cannon and Mortars 
of the Town, and of tiie Batteries, Towers, 
Forts and Caftles, which defended the Month 
%X die Harbour, and of the intrenched Camp,, 
and rf two Men of War oS. 9^ Guns each, 
pofted (b as to. batter the Enemies Attacks on 
the fide of Nice and MarfeUks^ ib that in le(s 
than three Weeks there were 404 Cannon of 
5^, 24 and 18 Pound Ball planted in Battery, 
but very- few of the latter. There were like- 
wife ^i Mortars^ and the Magazines appoin- 
ted for the Batteries, were fill'd with Powder, 
Bullets, Bombs, and all things neceflary for 
the Artillery. There were alfo Magazines of 
Provifi<Mis^ eftablifted for each Brigade. The 
Service was divided betwixt 8 Brigades, 7 of 
which were appointed to ferve the Cannon. 
They confifted of 280 Cannoniers and Mari- 
ners each •, and the 8 appointed for the Mor- 
tars confifted of 1 50. 

M. d*^igrey Commodore of a Squadron, 
commanded the Batteries of the two I)ocks or 
Potts •, and Meffieurs Francs^ de Champigny^ 
dit.QHefne-Monier de la Boijfiere^ de Mothenx^

Mortars^ Ammunition and Utenfils. 

The Tmnant Man of War, which was poft* 
ed on the fide of Nkf^% and whole lower ea- 
tery was mounted with 3 6 Pounders^ and W 
ftcond with x 8, was commanckd by the Char 
valier de MongoKj Captain of a Man of Wai^ 
who had under mm 250 Cannoniers and Ma* 
riners^ and the St. Philip Man of War of the 
fame Force, which was pofted on the fide of 
Marftilks^ was commanued by the Count de 
Bethane. 

The Artillery of the entrenched Camp was 
renr'd by the Chevalier de Cheifeid^ Captain dk 
Artillery^ with x^o Gunners and Miarineisi. 
MnMofiur^ Lieutenant of a JFrig^t, comman- 
ded the Battery at the foot of the ereat Towery. 
and Major Jelly commanded in the Tower it 
(elf. They had 140 Gunners and Marinen 
ilikLer them : M. Canviere St. PhUip^ Lieute^ 
xunt of a Frigat, ierv'd the Canijion and one 
Mortar of Fort. St.i>i^, with <^o Matinen 
under him. h/LdeCourt^ Captain of a Man 
of War was appointed to ferve the Battery on 
the Moutain of la Mdgue ag^inil the Enemies 
Bomb Galliots, with 130 Gunners and Mari* 
ners under him.

tain OTthe Pert ^ Mr. /e VASeur^ Q)mmiirary- 
General of the Maritw 5^ Mr. de Beanquaire^ 
the Chevalier de BoHlaiwilliers v the Chevalier 
deNorey^nd ffe/zrif/i, Captains of Men of War i 
Mr. de LaubeJ^iv^ Captain of a Galley :^ and 
fome Officers of the Harbour, who refolutely 
tontintfd on board, till the Fire was extin- 
gpifh'd, thrf the Enemies Bombs play*d conti- 
nually, at the Place where they few the 
Flames, and fell by a Dozen at a time. Some 
of them fell upon the VainqueHr^ the Entre- 
prenantj and fome other Ships 1 but the Fire 
was immediatefy exting^i(h'd bry the Water 
in their Holds. Some fmall Veflels were fiink 
by the Bomb^ but weighed up again :^ and 
there fell only five or fix Bombs upon the Build- 
ings of the Jbfenal. The Marquis de Langeren 
continu'd in the Harbour and Arfenal all the 
timeof the Bombardment. 

That which gave occafion of different Re- 
ports concerning the Ships, was, that when the 
Marquis de Longeron arriv'd at Toulon^ he had 
Orders from the King to difpofe all the Ship9 
fo, as they might be funk in the Road,^ and in- 
tirely cover'd with Water, in cafe Toulon 
could not be relieved, that tne Enemy might 
not burn them, nor weigh them up, without 
much difficulty, ahd a great deal of time : 
By which his Majefly might have had an Op- 
portunity to retake the Place •, but the Mar- 
quis de Langeron^ after the Arrival of the firft 
Forty Battalions, did not think fit to put thofe 
Orders in execution •, for 'tis eafy to conceive, 
there is a great deal of difference betwixt 
fmking Ships in a Road, and fiVVvcv^ ^^'^^ 
Holds with Wa,tcr. *^^ 
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Tis proper to (beak here, of the Tomm 
and Philip Aien of War, ana to give an Ac- 
count, that the Marquis de Longeron ydUoA 
them in fnch a manner, as the Enemies Qmnoir 
could not pierce them, nor their Bombs da 
them much hurt He run the firft a-lboar| 
and pofled her (b opportunely, that her Can- 
non cover'd all the fide of the Attack, and iir'd 
tipantheHillofSt.G2rW/iic, the Plain, and 
the Enemies Line of Communication from 
St. Catherine's Hill to the Brook of EgoMier^ 
where there was a Battery of Mortars, and 
Batteries planted againft it, on the fide of 
ia Afalgue. The Cannon of the Ship kill'd and 
wounded abundance more People by the Stoner 
which H&t Bullets broke out of the Walls, . aad • 
nis*d out of the Ground, which is very ftony,' 
than by the Balls themfelves. The Enemy be- 
jjun with raifing a Battery ag^inft this Ship, in 
order to fink her, and afterwards play'd upon 
her with tiiree Batteries, which rontain'd 
Twenty-five, Twenty-four, and Thirty-ilx 
Pounders that firdalltheDay^ for they did 
not know, that the Ship v;js funk before- 
hand •, and that the Marquis* liV iMtigeron fent ■ 
Carpenters by Night to rep -r tne Timber- 
worx, which was batter'a by the ^Enemies 
Bullets, and wit ii which (he wa,s fortify^ on 
the out-fide: And thns they continued to fire 
on her, till withia Six Days of their Retreat^ 
when finding it to no purpofe, they forbore; 
The Marquis de Longeron did alfa bring the 
St,Philip Man of War on that fide, tofire upon 
the thsee Batteries of the Enemy.

Twas not eafy to get an Account of all the 
Motions of the Enemies Fleet, while it was up- 
on the Coaft oi Provence \ but 'tis certain, that 
this great Enterprife, which coft great Sums, 
did not aniwer uie Enemies Expedition \ and 
that it occaiion'd more Fear than Hurt to us; 
having only landed a few Troops to burn fome 
Caftles.

The 25 th 
they landed 200 Men, who fummon'd 
Uieres^ which opetfd to them, there be- 
ing no Troops in it. The Major- General 
ofthe Troops on board their Fleets who 
is a Native of Ireland^ and a very honeft 
Man, took pofieflion of it, and was ap- 
pointed their Governor. The Enemy be- 
ing Matters of this Poft, difperfed them- 
felves through the Country, which they 
ravaged. They begun with Broumetes^ 
a Cattle near the Salt- pits, which belongs 
to the Charter-Uoufe Monks. They ttav'd 
the Wine and Oil which was there in 
great abundance, and carry'd off the 
Casks, Gates and Windows, and after- 
wards fet Fire to the Cattle and Grana- 
ries, in which there was abundance of 
Corn.

Ha- 
ving ioforcu'd my felf from whence this 
Novelty came, the Confuls told me, it

Yet 
yi Men fpread a Report, that the Town of 
Gr^ had revolted, and fent back to the 
Duke of Savoy, all the Deferters who. came 
to them ) but this Report was foon contra* 
didedby above 6ooDelerters,whohadMo- 
nqf and Refrefhment given them at the 
Gates of that Town, as they themfelves in^^ 
form'd the Marfhal de Teffe^ M. de Grignan^ 
and other General-Officers, who gave an 
Account of it to his Majefty ^ fo that he was 
lolly fatisfy'd of the Loyalty of that City, 
9JF which M. de Chamilard^ and M. de Grig- 
nan were pleafed to give an Account, by 
Letters to the Confuls of Gr^. 

The i^th. ThQ Enemy encamp'd at 
Cagnes^ a little Place fituated on the Sea^ 
lu^er the Cannon of the Ifles of St. Mar- 
garei^ the Sentinels of which having diico- 
yered the Enemies Van-guard, they ac- 
quainted their Officers with it. Notice was 
given of it at the fame time to M. de la 
Mfitbe-Guerin^ who commanded there, 
and having view'd them himfelf^ otdet'd 
fome Guns to be &'d upon them, to \r) \S. 
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his Cannon would carry far enoo^ to £ 
(hirb them ^ and having obferved that Ui 
Bullets went beyond the Road, and that it 
each dircbarge the Enemies Troops tmde a 
movement/ he ordered a continual Rre to 
be made upon them, which was execnted^ 
tho' there were but few Gtmners in dn 
Place. 

He had in the Garrifon four detail 
Companies, whofe Officers being wdlrf^ 
kdttAj did, as well as their Soldiers, p# 
form the Office of Cannoneers ^ in whhS 
they acquitted themrelves lb well, and widr 
fjp much fuccefs, that the Enemy, iirftf 
marched with extream Diligence, findioj^ 
themfelves attadk'd by a continual Shovm 
of Bullets, were obliged to hair, and t« 
fend to the Governor in all halt, immedi- 
ately to ^ve over his firing, otherwife lid 
and bis Garifbn fhould have no Qaarttt: 
The Governor aofwer'd like a brave Officerj 
That he would immediatelv hang thefi^p 
Man voho Jhould come to mm with Jucb i 
a Mejfage^ or offer to approach the Jflanii 
and order'd his Fire to be redoubled, aod 
more Cannon to be planted, which obliged 
the Enemy to make their Fleet approadk 
Upon this their numerous Fleet camt) 
from behind the Cape of Antibes^ and drew 
up in a Line within Cannon-fhot of the 
Ifland, as if they defigned to infult it $ bat

He vbouldtake care of the Tow/j^ 
end of his Houfe -, and that he demanded no- 
thing of him relating to the Ceremomal^ or 
ery thing elfe^ that might make him uneajie ^ 
that he knew his Loyalty to the King^ and 
ejieem'd him the more for it. The Confuls 
did not corns to Salute that Prince till he 
arriv'd at the Bifhop's Houfe, where he de- 
manded nothing of them that could intrench 
Dpon their Loyalty. 

The ipth the Duke of Srfw^^gave notice 
that he would hear Mafs in the Cathedral. 
The Chapter received him at the Gate of 
the Church 5 but the Bifliop, to avoid e- 
ceiving him at the Head of his Chapter, 
waited lipon him thither in a long Cloak. 
Tho' there was a Desk elevated higher 
tfian ordinary, according as that Prince dt-. 
fired, yet he did not go to it then, nor the 
days following ^ there was no Mufick ft 
Mafs, which the Duke heard upon tits 
Knees. 

The Bifhop left his Palace to the Duk^ 
and retired to the Seminary himifelf^ but 
the Duke invited him to Dinner, and fat 
idown at Table without Ceremony, leaving 
the upper end to the Bifhop, whofe Heali 
he dranl:, as d«d the Eavoys of the Empe-:

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20th, and did not go from thence tiU nex 
day. When the BiQiop went to wait oi 
the Duke, which was ufually in the Moid 
ing, or after Dinner, that Prince alway 
left his other Company, and went to le 
ceive him, and difcourfed with him feveral 
Hours at a time. 

While the Troops ftaid in the Towii 
the Officers took care to prevent any Dil^ 
orders^ and when any Complaint was 
brought them, were fure to give immediate 
Redrefe. All the while the Duke of Savq 
flaid at ¥rejus^ he fpoke not one word to 
the Bilhop about the prclent Af&irs, that 
could give him the lead offence ^ and he 
fpoke always of the King with very great 
RefpeO:. Prince Eugene and the Prince of 
U^ffe did the fame. 

The Bifliop not thinking fit to ftay at Vri- 
jus after the departure of the Enemy, whofe 
Orders he muft have been obliged to receive 
and execute during their ftay in Pravencfj, 
he demanded a Paifport from the Duke of 
Savay^ which was granted j and Prince £*• 
gene left him a Lieutenant and 3 2 Horfe to 
convoy him whither he would, and obey, 
bis Orders. The Bifhop would not leave 
the Town till the laft Troops marched out| 
fo that be did not go to Aix tell the 
24tb.

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.1 niuft oHerve here, that the fame day 
tlie Doke arrivM at Frejus^ his Infantry; 
which marched to join the Camp that was 
Forming near that place, arrived very late ; 
for, according to the Energies own Accounts, 
irom which I take this Pailage, they fuf- 
fer'd fo much for want of Water, and by 
the Heat which was that day very exceffive, 
that many of 'em died by the way. Nay, 
Aere were Letters, which faid, that feve- 
lal Germans^ being born in a colder Cli- 
mate, and not accuftom'd to fuch Heats, 
ibund it fo unfupportable, that rather than 
bear it longer, they chofe to kill them* 
felves. 

I muft alfo obferve, that while the Duke 
of Savoy abode at trejus^ his Army-waS 
join'd by a great Body of UeJJians^ with 
20 Pieces of Cannon, under the Command 
of the great Matter of the Artillery. This 
laft Body plunder'd all the Places through 
which they pai&d, and left no Troops be- 
huid them. 

On the 20th at night, about the time 
that the Duke of Savoy went from Frejur^ 
the Enemies Army decamped ^ and the 
fame day $o Horfemen, who were detached 
the day before to go a fcouting with the 
3ount de Beaufort^ brought back Advice, 
rhat this Count, having advanced too far 
lodifcover ihQ hrehcbTtoopSy wasfurroun- 
led and taken with p Uuffars.

The Enemies Fleet was ftill at the 
okHieres^ and did not yet make any tt 
ment. There arrived that day^ about 
the Clock in the Evening, a Triim; 
from Prince Eugene^ w^o having iba 
bis Trumpet near the Baftide of Bw.^Wu 
hnd his Eyes ty'd up, and was led b 
fold hy an Officer and two Troopei 
M. de Vauvray\ where all the Gei 
Officers were with M. de TeJJe. 
Trumpeter went back, after having 
three quarters of an Hour with thole 
cers, and was led back to- a place of 5 
rity, by an Aid-Major, becaufe the h 
hindred him from returning to -the Ene 
Camp, which he did not reach till next 
in the Afternoon. We knew that the c 
of his coming was to hear what ha< 
come of M. de Beaufort. Adjutant or M 
the taking of wViom we mentionM be! 
and we likcw'ife unAct&cioiL^ xXi^x^-ti 
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was very forry for the Misfortune of tTiat 
Officer, and fent him Money. 

The Eneaiy continued their March the 
a5th. That Day their Infantry arrived at 
CW/-1", and their Cavalry at Souliers^ from 
which they demanded idooo Livres Con- 
eribution. The Count de Brener^ with 
aoo Horfe, and loo Huffars^ came up near 
Ltf V alette^ with a Body of our Troops and 
S^fants, who drew him fo far, that he 
was put into dilbrder, by a Detatchment 
fiom the Town. His Hujfars that Day com- 
mitted ail the greateft Cruelties which are 
uToal in War, and plundered, kilPd, and 
I4vi(h'd wherever they came.. M. Scher'h 
dan^ one of the Guard- Marins, wasallowed 
to go to Cuert^ and for that end got toge- 
ther twenty of his Friends, all young Men 
and great Hunters. He march'd by private 
Ways, without being difcover*d, and im- 
mediately dem3nd:;;d of the Conful, where 
thofe Huffars were. The Conful fearing to 
be rwitfd if he dilcover'd them, to!d hinfi 
be knew of none 5 but the Guard-Marine 
letting a Piftol to his Breaft, he told hitn # 
where they Uy. M. Scberidan went thither, 
but found part of them had made their el- 
cape. He attacked the reft, of whom he 
fciird five with his own Hand, and wounded 
a (ixth, whom he took ; three more were ' 
kfll'd by the other Guard-Marines^ who 
took nine HorJ&s and Mules ^ ^^^^t NsiVixOei^.^ 
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end. Ijhdll he more Aiuficr in Toulon 
you^ and then Jfiallbe capable ofdoitig 
Service. And when be perceiv'd that 
took notice of his Linnens being very 
he faid, -/> kus not worth vchile to chat^ 
for JbfitJcill a tirr.e. • . . . 

As to the Officer, whom I mention' 
be taken be i ore, and was demanded 
Tfi!r!:per, who came, however, rath 
vi-jw th*j State of the Pkice, than to dc 
him, never did any Man Ihew more 
ibllcn fiircgnefs, and greater untafim 
being a Priibner. Me was treated at 7 
by all the principal Officers, but i 
ipoke three Words at Meals -^ his Ve> 
was fo great, that it bordered upon

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' the Count afe Sepyille^ accompany%I by 
Cbrilmiffary ChaSe/am^ having got up to 
the top of a M^tain^ behind the Baftide 
oiClapier^ thinking thereby to have a better 
View of the Enemy, fell from the Rock on 
which he flood, and waskiU'd by the Fall.* 

The 2^h, the Duke of ^^w^'came to en- 
camp with his Army in two Lines, at la Va- 
lette^ where he fix'd his general Quarter. 
His Right was at that Village, which is'^a 
large half League from Toulon $ and his Left 
was at the Sea : His Army extended to the 
Plain of Brunet'^ and the Wood and Caftle 
of St. Margaret \yas on his Rear. The 
D. of Savoy lodg'd at M. de la Valette\ and 
Princei?ir^^/7^at Mr. Beaudcvin\ThQ\i Horfe 
wereencamp'd under the OHveTrees, and 
their Infantry amortg the Vine-yards. The 
Confederate Minifters were alfo quartered at 
ki Vaktte^ their Matters having order'd 
them not to quit the Army, that in cafe of 
its making great Conquelts, they migbt ba 
at hand to aft according to their Inftrufti- 
ons. 

Though the Duke of Savcy took all the 
Precautions'imaginable to conceal his March^ 
which was coverM by 1 50 liuffars^ who kept 
a great way before the Van-guard \ yet not* 
withftanding the Threats of thofe Huffars 
to the Conliil of Cuers^ in cale any body 
carried news of it from iheno:^, a Peafant 
biousiic Advice of it to Toulon.

TAe fame Day that the ArmyarrivM, 
400 Granadiers of the Enemies Van-Guardi 
fupported by fome FooT^dvanc'd to the 
Ctofs of Faro/Ty and obliged the fevv Mea 
that were there, to abandon that PoO, for 
fear of having their Retreat cut off, fo that 
they retired behind the Mountain. Six* 
hundred Men^ half of them Regular 
Troops» and half of them Militia,, which 
wiere fent to the Mountain to fupport thetr,, 
met them by the Way, and returned with 
them.ThoieTroops encamp'd from theDitch 
of the Bafiion of the Foundary, to St« Annei 
The Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene .went 
afterwards up to the Hills to view the 
Town. They found our Camp without the 
place fortify'd with a good IntrenchmeoV 
under the Cannon of the City \ and like- 
wife that there were Cannon in all places 
where they could be planted, to the Fireot 
which, they mud be liable, before they 
made themf elves Matters of all the Heights 
which they could not unclofe^ becaule it 
was not poffible for them to cut off the 
' Communication of the Troops that defend- 
ed them. This that I have (aid, is takers 
from the Enemies own account •, by which 
we may eafily conjefture, that their Surprifc 
muft be grear, when they law they mud 
fight hard, and lofe a great many Men, be- 
ibi& they could be Matters of Toulon. 

. Wbih. tbe& things paH^ vWm ^\&^\. cciiv- 
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tinoM at the Ifles of Uteres^ ftrugling with 
contrary Winds. The iirft thing the Ene- 
mies did, after fittihg down before Toulon^ 
was to caft up a Line, which begun at la 
Valette^ and reach'd to the Sea, that they 
might have a Communication with theii 
Fleet, and get Cannon and Provifion from 
on board it, for their Army, which fuffei'd 
extremely. 

The Duke of Savcy had fcarce (^t down 
before Toulon^ but there was handed about 
a Letter from Marfeilles^ writ by an Officer 
of long Experience, of which I thought fie 
to puMiih the Copy, as follows. 

IHave jollevoed War all my Life^ wherein 
. t have bad beth Little and great Imploj-^

lUf£ular Troop : Allthis^ I/ay^ mu^ nccdj 
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excite our Curiojitj^ to fee how this Generd

If the Duke of Savoy does not beat M.^ 
Teffe, and force the Intrenchntents $f 
St. Anne, there's nothitJg elfe left for him ti 
do^ but to attack the- Corner of St. LazariiSi 
vohere he mufi expofe his Troops to the Fire 
of the Batteries of the Ships in Harbour.

The Officer who wrote the Letter whick 
i have now related, was not the 6oly Perlbn 
of that mind ^ for at' the fame time he feot 
this Letter to Marfeilles^ one of the braveft 
and moft experienced Lieutenant Generals oi 
the French Army, faM at Toulow to thofe 
who believed the Allies de(ign'd to befieee 
it, That he thought the Duke of Sawoy m^ 
be bold enough^ but he voas not fo weak as t$ 
undertake a Siege oj this nature^ 

While Preparation was made on both 
iides, ihe one to make a vigorous 'Attack^ 
and the other to make a gallant Defence^ 
the Funeral of the Count de Sepville was fo- 
lomniz'd at Toulon^ at which all the Ma- 
rines affifted. 

The 27th. The AUies.refolv'd once more

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Several of the Enemies Ships appeatM 
the fame Morning, at the Head of Cape 
Sepet i but they prefently tacli'd about, tfit 
winds having forc'd them to return to the 
Ifles of Uteres, Deferters con tinu'd to come 
over in great Numbers, and they afiiirM ns, 
that the Duke of Savcy fpake no more of 
the Siege, but only of throwing Bombs into 
the Ships, to fet them on fire, Thefe Dfr 
fetters alfo told us, that Reveji was pluB- 
der'd the Night before. They added, that j 
the Village de la Gard was burnt, becaule 1 
no Perfon was found in it \ and the like was j 
done to feveral Villages that the Inhabi- 
' tants had abandoned. 

W^e perceived this Day, that the Duke of 
Savcy had changed his damp^ and that bis 
Army lay encamped from theBaftideof 
Vifiteur Martinicn^ direftly towards tlje 
Derboujfiides : We underftood that this wa$ 
occafion'd becaufe the Allies thought they 
(hould nor be fo foon attacked on the. 
Heights, as ii^the Plain ofBrunety whew 
they were before. This was the Opinion 
of all the Officer?, who were accuftomed to 
meet at the Governour's Houfe. 

We underftood alfo that fame Day, that ' 
feme Barques belonging to a Squadron de* 
tatchcd from the Fleet, had landed Troops, 
which plundered the Caftle of Bandole^ and 
rhe open CountJy. M. de Barville^ Briga- 
dkt of Foot, was picfetv\\^ ^^w:\v'd wiih 
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fbot CompaDies of Granadiers, and fifty 
Dragoons on Horfe-back from the Garrifon, 
to charge thofe Plunderers, who reimbark'd 
with much Precipitation. 

The fame Day, M. de Goeshriant having 
advice, that a Body of the Enemies Infantry 
ud Horfe, was advanced as far as Ardenne^^ 
he fent a Brigade of Infantry to reinforce 
the two Battalions of Tierache^ that guard- 
ied the Pais of St. Antony^ under M. de Bar- 
ville^ Brigadier, and M. de Nifas^ who has 
fince been made a Brigadier. 

There being a great Calm the firft of Au^ 
guft^ the Galleys return'd to Mar/ei/Ief^ ac- 
coidjpg to the Refolution taken in a Coun- 
cil call'd on purpofe, becaufe we apprehend- 
ed, that they muft fuflPer much, if the Ene- 
mies threw Bombs among them, as there 
was great cau(e to fear^ey would. That 
lanie Day we put Water into the Holds pi 
fbme Ships, but did not fink them, as thejr 
that were ignorant of Sea- Affairs, faid very 
iimproperly, becaufe they knew not the 
Importance of the Words they ufed. Thofe 
who commanded Water to be put in them, 
were fure chey were in no danger ^ and that 
after the Siege, they might ferve as well as be- 
fore. Prince Eugene went out of the Camp 
with four Companies of Granadiers, to ptn 
Colonel Pfefferkorn^ who was detatch^d to 
view the Ground on the Enemies Right,' arid 
to fee at the fame time if they cowYdi wc^t ^^• 
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proach rhe other fide of the Town. But 
when the french Generals perceived that 
more People came from that fide, they re- 
inforced our Pofts on the Heights, and fe&t 
lome Troops to the Plain. The EDeoay ca& 
up a Line that Day on the Left of the 
Heights they were pofiefled of, and wrought 
hard on their Batteries. They erefled two 
on the Sea -fide, from which they defign'dto 
fire upon the Town and two Ships, whick 
fir'd continually upon them. About four 
aclock in the Morning, the Enemies had 
planted two Pieces of Four upon the Height 
of Ariigues^ from which they (hot four 
times upon the Pofts we kept on the Height '\ 
of St. Catherine -, but they were ibon dit \ 
mounted by fome Difcharges of Cannon 2 
from the Baftion ot Sr. Bernard-^ fo that \ 
they fir'd no more that D.iy. 3 

We faw the Enemies Ships all Day cnii- !; 
fing about, and underftood that nine of them :] 
having been at Brucq and St. Nasaire^ fur- \ 
prifed a Merchant-fhip, which they carried J 
ofF^ but all the Men efcap'd afhoar. We \ 
had alio on the Coaft a Pink, which was ^ 
burnt by her own Men. Thefe nine Ships j 
landed afterwards fome Souldiers, which \ 
caufed fo great a Fear In the Village of the !a 
fix Ovens, that thole who. had retired thi- k 
ther, returned prefently to Toulon^ froo :| 
whence we fent againft the Enemy, a De- ic 
tachment of Dragoons and Granadiei^ is 

which 
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which oblig'd them to reimbark with great 
Precipitation. 

• We could not but admire the Dexterity 
dF the Cannoniers, that were imploy'd in 
:he Defenfe of Toulon^ and the Works 
without, for they never mifs'd any place we 
pointed out to them \ which charmed the 
Jeneral-Officers. M. V>illon gave five 
Irowns to a young Cannonier, who, after 
he Lieutenant had (hew'd him fome Horfe- 
len beyond the Baftide of M. le Youmier 
I Garde^ fird immediately amon§ them, 
iird a great number, and put the reft to 
ight. The Enemy fummon'd M. de Gre- 
onviUe^ Govemour of the Fort of St. Mar- 
tret^ to furrenderj but heanfwer'd, That 
B had Ammunition and Proviiion for three 
lonths, and when that time was exph'd, 
B would confider what he had to do. 
teietters, who continued to come over in 
umbers, affui'd us, that the Bloody-Flux 
•gun to rage in their Army. 
.Though rhe Enemies wereMaftersofthe 
vo greateft Heights of St. Catherine^ we 
«« ttiil in pofleffion of thofe of the Chap- 
si, and of the Square-houfe, the Nearnefs

aanon, had hindered the Enemy from en« 
^VQuring to feize them hitherto \ but be- 
ig neceffary for lengthening their In- 
encbments, and Lines of Communication,

' l^nce, and in the Morning eightee 
ters arriv'd by the Gardens of M. di 
being cover'd by the Y^outier. Th( 
to - the ^dvanc'd guard of Dragc 
Horfe-back, and faidi the Enemy 
Provifions, and had been obliged 
wet Meal irlfiead of Soup, to the S( 
that the Flux incr^as'd among the 
Dav s that they had little Artillery, 
peaed fomie from on board th( 
which could not land enough, the 
Winds having always obligM them 
out at Sea. 

That lame Day we had Advice, 
Winds had drove them before St 
two Leagues from Toulon^ wh( 
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JTSofthe Intrenchments, 'twould ba very 
fficult for them to fucceed in their Defign. 
nd as they begun to defpalr of it upon 
ear Arrival, when they faw themfelves 
evented by thofe Troops, which they 
ought were at a great diftance ^ they were 
w almoft confirni*d in the Belief of their 
[fappointoient, when they underllood that 
: Battalions from Brabant^ were arriv'd at 
^om^ and that a Detachment of the Dbke 
Noail/es^s Army was expefted in Pro- 
ince^ as well as the Troops which were in 
rwj^ who made great Marches. 
We need not wonder after this, if the 
id Situation they were in^ madQ them 
Ovk vvith a Diligence equal to their Con- 

The Enemies made us believe by their 
iovementSi that they would encamp at 
t. Catherine^ where we had an Advanc'd- 
luard: But our Troops having obferved, 
lac the Cannon of the Ramparts annoy'd 
hem, the Guard returned about 150 Paces 
i)M.ifeCji^/>r^/sCaper-Garden,in order to 
raw them under the Fire of the Cannon. 
rhis Stratagem fucceeded, fo that they were 
zpos'd to a Shower of Cannon-(hot, which 
nade great havock among 'em, and obliged 
bem to retire with more fpeed than they 
ame. Our Cannon and Bombs continued 
6 annoy them equally on all &d^s.

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Wc knew that Day by 200 Defertcrs tii 
efEft chat our Notes in Germany whicl 
we Ipread in the Enemies Camp had pra 
duced. Thefe Notes imported. That iboji 
who fvou/J deferty Jlwuld he eonduQed w&r- 
ther they would^ and might Jerve in Spall 
or in Flanders^ as they thought Jit ^ andJboulA 
have two Croziens each^ with frovijioni on 
their Journey. 

One of our Cannon in the Baftion ol 
St. \JrJula burft, which killed a Child that 
was carrying Earrh, and wounded in tire 
Leg lA,Bciiu(Jicr^ Captain of a Man of Waf. 
Wc perceived that the Inhabitants of Ti?k|- 
lon grew better Soldiers every Day. 

Wc dilcovcr'd on the 3d at break of Day, 
that the Enemy had call up in the Night- 
time a great Entrenchment upon the Height 
of St. Catharine^ from whence we retird 
the Evening before, as has been faid, that 
by fuffering them to advance, they might 
expofe themfelves to the Fire of our Rain- 
parts. This Entrenchment was made fo so 
to make us believe they refolved to fix upon 
that Height. There was a great numbtt 
of Casks and Gabions placed in form of an 
Half-Moon, from St. Catharine's Chappd 
to the Baftide of Cauvieres. The Cann^ 
of the Town, which play'd all day updi 
this Entrenchment, batter'd it fo as the E-. 
nctny. who had not ^^x ^iM^^A u^ wcIpb 
^ ^ obliged to give ov^t- Oux ^^^^^^5^^ 
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tinu'd to fire Co happily, and hit always fo 
jjqR in all places againll which we pointed 
it, that the Walls of the Chappel of Sx.Ca- 
tharine^zvA the other contiguous Buildings, 
were all broke down, fo as a Man could 
not appear there without danger of bis Life, 
¥ihicb obliged the Enemy to hide them- 
selves in the Valley which is beyond rhe 
Baftide of Ylorens^ to avoid the Fire of our 
Cannon that annoy'd them fo much, as we 
were told by i^Deferters, who came to 
forreoder themfelves about two aclock to the 
advanced Guard. Our Bombardiers being 
00 left dextrous than our Gunners, did from 
time to time p)lay fome Bombs with won- 
derful exaClnefs upon the Enemies Pufts ^ 
«nd the Bombardiers on the Bjftion of 
St..B^r/rW fir'd fo many upon them, that 
they were every where annoy'd much by 
Jur Fire that Day. Tho' the Enemy did 
bmettmes approach the Place, under covert 
>f the Hills which encompals'd it, yet not 
«ng able to plant any Cannon but they 
irere immediately difmounted, all their 
Vorks and Efforts were in vain. 
•We underftood the lame Day that Admi- 
al Shovel would not come near the Road 
irith the Ships, till the Duke of ^avoy was 
vlafter of the Hills of la Malgue and Fort 
It, LevaU. Upon which we fent ftore of 
Ammunition and Provifion thiihet^ ih^ het-

We continued to work with more d 

. than hitherto, to terra ^ the Walls f 
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peai'd near la Malgue. About Eleven of 
the Clock a Deferter arrived, who told us 
the Duke of Savcy was in great danger of 
his Life by a Cannon -Ball which tell be- . 
twixt his Hoife's Legs by Nine of the Clock 
that Morning, when the Duke came to 
St. Catharims. 

That Day we faw a Squadron of the Ene- 
mies Ships at anchor beyond the Fort S. ALir- 
garet^ without reach of Cannon. 

Two Duteh Mariners who deferted, told 
M. ie Vauvroy that the Eneniies Fleet con- 
filled only of 36 Men of War, of which 1 1 
were great Ships, and 4 were Bomb-Boats, 
the reft were only Veuels of Burden and 
finall Craft. Thefe Mariners did alfo af- 
fure us that the Fleet had landed 20 Pieces 
of Cannon at Uteres^ which they fuppos^l 
to be then arriv'd at the Army. 

Tbo' we had already a Company of Mi- 
ners at Toulon^ yet another arrived to our 
Affiftance. Here 'tis fit to obferve, that 
moft of the Covered- Way of the Place was 
fiill of Mines, particularly the Places of 
Arms along the Palilado's, before the Cur- 
tains, and before the Point of the Baftions •, 
ib that the Enemy could not advance with- 
out expofing tbemfelves to eminent Dan* 

ger. 

The Enemy having broke down the, Dams- - 
rf the Mills, thought to have leai^'d ^^^\ 
hdvaaiage by it 5 but it was of VaxY^ cow- 

F 5 fec^tic^ 
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fequence to Toulon^ becaufe of the great 
iiores of Bisket and Meal in the Plaa, 
where there were alfo many Hand-Mills, 
and 30 Oil-Mills, which might have been 
made ufe of bad not our Commumcation 
with Alarjeilles been open. In the begin- 
ning of this Day I fpoke of the Works rbat 
the Enemy had caft up during the Nighr^ 
and which we batterM next Morning \ but 
fince 'twas likely that they might retake 
them the Night following, we refolved to 
demolifh thofe Works by a Sally, which 
was made at Ten of the Clock at Night, by 
6 Companies of Grenadiers from the Camp, 
and two from the Town, commanded by ! 
M. Dejcyaux^ Lieutenant Colonel of tte 
Regiment of Foreft. The Enemy made fo j 
little Refinance, and our Detachment put -i 
their Works, their Workmen, and the 
Troc^s which fultain'd them^ into fo great 
Diforder, that they durft not have return'd 
thither that Nighty bad not the Fire of a \ 
Bomb from the Town upon St. Caiharine^ j 
difcover'd to them that our Troops werts < 
•leiir'd. ' I 

On this Occafion we had a Lieutenant of '■ 
the Grenadiers ot Mirabeau^ and 4 Soldiers 
kiird, and 3 wounded : The Enertiv loll 
2 Captains, 3 Lieutenants, and above 3c 
Soldiers i and fearing a like Misfortune 
new Day, they fent a Reinfprcement of 
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Troops to fupporc thofe who guarded the 
Eoti^nchments. 

On the 4th they cad up a Parallel- Line, 
or rather an Entrenchment, from the Square 
Houfe of St. Catharine to the Bridge of 
Egoutier^ to preierve their Communication 
with their Entrenchments and Batteries at 
la Malgue. The Bombs and Cannon conti- 
nually gaird their Workmen, which obliged 
them frequently to give over their Work ^ 
.but they were obliged to renew it again by 
Soldiers who forced them to it Sword in 
Hand. 

« We difco'ver'd alfo that the Enemy had 
ereCked three Batteries on the Height of la 
Malgue^ one of 13 Pieces, another of 5, 
and a third of d, againft the Harbour and 
Town 5 and a fourth of 6 againft Fort St. 
hcxnis. To hinder the cafting up of this 
Parallel Line, which made more progrefs 
in the Night than by Day, we refolved to 
fend every Night a Guard of 300 Men 
ftom theGarifon, within half Musket (hot, 
to make a continual Fire on them, and the 
Cannon and Bombs of the Rampart did the 
lame. The Entrenchments of a third Camp 
at St. Anne were fini(hed almolt at the fame 
time, and we pallilado'd them afterwards. 
We conveyed to the Baftion of St. Bernard a 
Mortar to throw Bombs of 500 Wt^ight. 
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not being nilling to let them pats, 
they took them for Plunderers, we 
ders to avoid this Inconvenienw. 
Troops to la Ciarat and Caffiei, 
join'd fome to" the Peafants who w< 
the Coafi as tar as Toulon^ and fa 
Arms to exempt themfelves 'fron 
Contributions. They fbnnd them 
much the mote engag'd to this, th 
ther they paid Contributions or n 
were always equally ill treated. 

The 4th at Night the Enemy con 
fix themfelves on the Right of the 
ia Ma/giie, and the Cannon of the R 
fir'd without ceafing upon their 
upon which we alfo threw Bomb; 
die whnlft Nichr. 
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great Numbers. That the Duke of Savoy 
bad fpfead a Keport in his Army, That 
there mas a great Scarcity in Toulon •, that 
the Place could net bold out above 1 5 Ddys^ 
andpromijed bis Soldiers^ tbat he voouldgive 
them leave to plunder it for three Days. 

We underftood alfo ihztReveft was iackt 
and burnt, of which the Particulars follow* 
The Conjuls of this Village feeing themf elves 
9verj day a Prey to theEnemies Detachments^ 
demanded a Safeguard^ tvbieh was granted 
fbem by Prince Eugene, on paying 13 Livres 
d Day I but a French Party coming to this 
F/ace, andnot finding the Safeguard efiablifh" 
#^ in form J they carried it off-^ which com- 
injg to the knowledge of this Prince^ he went 
tofL&wRffrom whence he difpatcheda Trum- 
pet to Toulon, to complain of it. The Ge- 
nerals gave the fame Anfwer they did before^ 
and/aid^ That the Safeguard was not regu- 
Urlj efiablifhed : And being offended with 
Ais Anfwer, he immedtately ordered fire to 
befet^tothe Village. 

Prince Eugene went from thence to Ar^ 
dennes, where having found the Perfbn who 
bjr M. de Vauvrays order bad drowned the 
lewder, and other Materials he could not 
carry off, he askt him abundance of Qpe^ 
flions, to know if it was poflible to reco- 
ver and refine the Powder \ and likewife 
askt him, by whofe order he had done it ? 

The Workman aufwei'd, Thaiii yi^"^^* At 

Vau-OTccj. 
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Vauivny who had fent him to drown the 
Powder and other Materials. The Prim 
was very much (urgrized when he heard 
that M. dc Vauvray was in the Place, and j 
could not forbear faying, That it appear^ dbe \ 
was there indeed. 

According to the Report of Deferteis^ 
nothing was more uncertain than the nym- 
ber of the Ships of which the Enemies Reet 
was compofed. This Fleet landed poo fid[ 
Men at Hieres^ who were lodged near the 
Salt-pits ^ but the Marfhes of the Place 
lending forth infectious Steams during die 
Heat, they did not much recover thdr 
Health. Their Land Troops continncd 
likewife to fuffer very much. The Grapes 
which the Germans eat every Day, and die 
Verjuice which they drank inftead of Wine, 
encreafed the Flux among 'em. 

The Duke of Sav(y having feized the 
Wine which belonged to the Farmer of dK 
Prior's Tythes at la Valette^ befides what 
was in the Cellars of particular PerfoaSi 
this Wtne was fold at a high enough 
rate ^ as was likewife the Oil which was j 
taken from the Peafants. 

The fame Day two Pieces of Cannon 
which the Enemy had pofted at the Chap- 
pel of St. Catharine^ made continual Fire 
upon us ^ one of their Bullets fell into the 
Guard of Dragoons, near the Baftion of 
St. Lazariis^ an^ d\&i\Q^^ii\»i ^ DcagooD, 
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vrithout woQnding him. Some time after* 
ivards a Child of 1 1 or 1 2 Years of Age, 
who was carrying Earth to the Redoubt, 
was killed by a Bullet from that Battery. 
The Miners continued to Mine the Places of 
Irms in the Cover'd-Ways, and to fink 
k>aibs of 500 weight in the Glacis. We 
ent a Brigantine to carry Water to the Fort 
)f St. Catharine^ where they had only c- 
lough for nine Days in itore. The Ene- 
nies Sloops endeavoured ta oppole them ^ 
Nit ours forced their Way, and opened a 
Ptafiage to the Fort. A Man of War, on 
Board of which was the Commodore of the 
Blue Squadron, having advanced to fiiltain 
th^r Sloops, had his Maft (hot down by 
the Cainnon of the Fort. Tisfcarceto be 
imagined how much thofe little Forts kept 
the Enemies Fleet in awe. We fir'd during 
the whole Night upon the Enemies Lines, 
and upon thofe Places where we had 
ground to believe they were railing Bit- 
ceries. 

; The tfth in the Morning, we begun to de- 
molifll the Churches of the Minims^ and of 
St. Bernard^ in order to mjke Platforms for 
Batteries, in cafe the Enemy had difmounc- 
fA thofe of the oppofice Batteries. We 
did alfo raife Batteries along the Wall of 
the Marine, fo as to fire even with the Sur- 
face of the Water. There was handed 
zhoui in Toulon^ a very tine L^xx^t ^^c^xsv 



ckm of a Place of t^t Importance ^ 
aflbt'd them, he would give an 
thereof to the King, that his Majefi 
reward thofe who (hould diflinguifl 
lelves. He Hkewife exhorted the Go 
to make a ftctet Refinance, to host:

tan^ ztAzCaroline. Weunderftood 
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^rat^ealoflfltrepidityi and after having 
viewed all, he fii'd his riece, and left the 
Place for his Comerade to g^t up, who did 
tlielifce. We law them return the fanae 
way they came, thou^ the Enemies 6t'd 
JO Mulquets at them, by wbi2h neither of 
3iem was wounded. They told us, that 
^heie was neither Cannon nor Mortars in the 
Canal $ that the Enemy had onl^ an Ad- 
ranc'd-Guard there. Aj. dc ±effe^ and 
M. dc Bezens^ arrived at (even in the Even* 
iog^ with a fncall Retinue, and viewed the 
Camp of St. Anne. M« de Vauway gave a 
Lfms'd'pr to a Deler ter, who afifur'd us it 
Wat reported in the Enemies Army, that a 
confiderable Force was marching to relieve 
Toulon^ and that it was believed his Royal 
Hiahnefi could not continue above ten Days 
before the place. We had by this time 
eftablifh'd ae Aix and Marfeilles^ Routs for 
above 3000 Deferters. 
. This Night pals'd without Adion on 
either fide. 

The 7 th in the Morning, M. de St. Pater ^ 
accompanied by M. de Lauziere^ an Engi- 
neer, went up to the Hill of St. Catherine^ 
to view the Enemies Worlds -, they judg'd 
they had a defign to attack the Baftion of 
St. Bernard^ which obiig'd all the Officers 
who ferv'd on the other Baftions and Cur- 
tains, to beg leave to ferve by turns on this 
Bittiott. Wc diicovet'd two oi lYi^^ti^v^^sis^ 
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Batteries^ offeven Cannon each/ whi< 
upon a Redoubt^ that we were 
within Piftol-Oiot of the Ditch. W 
mounted fome of the Cannon of tholi 
teries, but ^q Remainder made a 
great Fire upon the Tonnant Man of 
oecaufe that Ship fir'dupon the back c 
Intrenchments, and likewife on the 
ries from whence they fir'd upon hei 
the Enemies Cannon being fmall, anc 
great diftance^ they did not do muc 
to iht Tofinant ^ whereas fhe gaU'd 
very much. Marfhal deTeJfe and 
Bezons went round all the Ramparts, ' 
all the Polls with gr«at Applicatioi 
gave orders accordingly. The M; 
who with 28 Battalions, and abo^ 
Squadrons, cover'd Aix and Marfe'tlL 
turned thither the fameNighr,and pronr 
come back fpeedily with iuch a confid 
Body of Troops^ as might put the pla 
of all.Danger, and oblige the Duke of 
to abandon his Enterprife. 

That fame Day we put feveral BraG 
non in the room of as many Iron 
which we drew off. One of the En 
Frigats having advanced too near 
St. Margaret^ had his Mi(en Mali 
down by a Cannon Bullet. 

Some Peafants having flripped f! 
Delerters, they were forbid to continu 
PraGdcQ % and ibe ConSviX:^ o^ ^^\^^ 
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lages were ordered to take care to prevent 
it, on pain of being anfwerable for it. The 
Enemy having (ent a great Party to SignCj 
roc t3ragoons and a Company of Grena- 
liers obliged them to retire, having firft 
rounded and taken the Officer that com- 
Eianded them, and two Grenadiers. The 
^emy detached G)lonel Tfefferkorn with 

00 Horfe to (eek Forage in the Mountains, 
rhere he Qiet regular Troops and Militia, 
irho firM upon him. He took fome Forage 
owever, but the Peafants made fo great a 
jre upon the Foragers, that many oi them 
vere kill'd, and obliged to quit their Fo- 
agc. The Enemy being vex'd'at their ill 
iuccefs, detach'd Colonel Su Amour with 
[00 Foot and 200 Horfe, to order the Pea- 
ants to lay down their Arms, and return to 
heir Habitations. 

That fame Day the Marfhal de Tejfe lent 

1 Trumpet to the Duke of Savcy to propofe 
in Exchange of Prifoners. The Trumpet- 
er was received by the Enemy at St. Catha-

I5at 
Morning vye undc^rftood that that 
ment was only made to enable os tl 
to repulfe the Enemy, in cafe they s 
ed to demolifh the Earthen Redoufa 
the Baftion of the Msnims^ which 
moft compleaced. Duting the Nigh 
Crenonvilh fallied from Fort St. i1 
upon the Enemies Worknicii ^ ai 
having chafed them from their W 
well as the Troops who fuppor 
he retuin'd with five Prifoncrs, wit 
lois of one Man. 

The 8tb, about Four in the K 
the Enemy began to Fire from theii 
which they had before St. Magdalet 
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HofigoM^ who commanded her^ gave us qo* 
ice^ that bo. would repair by Night any 
>aiDage which the VelTel had fufiained by 
>ay in her Rigging* We began to move 
be St. FbitipM^n of War, in order to 
fing her near the Tonnant^ which was 
lOne next Morning. The Enemies Battery 
vbich fir'd on Fort St Louis began to play 
vich four Guns, 24 Pounders each, and did 
rery much incommode the Tower. The 
i^ortars and Cannon of the Baftion of the 
Minims^ and of the Terrals on the Left of 
la PonchC'Rimade^ continu'd to fire on the 
Enemies Batteries, which we hop'd to put to 
fiience before Night. 

The Battery of Fort St. Loms^ which had 
only 4 Cannon 12 Pounders each, iir'd 
continually towards the Land % and M. Je 
Cauvieres^ Lieutenant of a Frigat, who had 
the charge of that Battery, refolved to ven- 
ture his Life, as a mark of his Loyalty and 
Courage. The great Tower fired continual- 
hf with two Field-Pieces, in favour of Fort 
dc. Louis. 

Having certain information that the Ene- 
my had planted Cannon at Fort Artigues^ 
the Governor of Fort St. Anne found him- 
felf obliged to take Precautions to binder 
the effedis of them. There was in the faid 
Fort of SuAnne 16 Brafs Guns, four of 'em 
being 24 Pounders, eight iS Pounders^ and 
foot 8, all well cover'd with Qa]\Aot&.

One of thofe Deferters having 
CirM us, that the Duke of S/ivoy had lent 
3F part of his Baggage, we put him in 
rilon, and threatned to hang him if his 
dvice prov*d falfe : But he was nothing 
lunted at thofe Threats, and ^(Lr'd us, 
lat what he had faid was true. The Ene- 
lies Fleet kept Aill oft at Sea •, and we 
rere amaz'd to fee that fuch little Forts 
id fo long keep o9l this coniiderable 
fevy. 

We had advice, that on the ^th and 7th 
here arrived at Marfailles 500 Mules laden 
vidi Meal, from the Magazines of Mo- 
\ofyue and Fertuis-j and that next Day 
bey were to carry Ammunition-Bread to 
he Carnp of Gemenos^ where M. Duche 
)erthelot^ General of the Provifions, went 
»n the 7 th. M. de Bonnevals Valet de 
limmbre^ with three Male-Drivers, three 
4aies, and (ome Baggage, was taken by 
he Riemy. 

The ptb, by Fdur in the Morning, the 
Enemies Artillery began to play from three 
ii&ient Parts.

That iatne Day 27 Delerters, who arri- 
ved all together arm'd Cap-apie^ confirmed 
the de^rture of the 500 Mules already 
mentioned, and told us the Duke of Savoy 
had cnt down all the Wood from la Maure 
is fir as Cogoulm i and that he ordered the 
&lt to be fold from his Camp as far as 
Nice at fix Liards or a Fenny per Pound ^ 
that he would have had his Horfe to have 
landed, but the Confederates did not think 
ft they fliould \ that the Marquis de Sales 
was kiird by^ a Cannon Ball ^ that there 
were abundance of Sick and Wounded in 
the Confederate Army ^ that the Duke ot 
AftT^ys Holpital was behind St. Catharine^ 
and that of the Germans at Uteres^ where 
the Air was very bad, and that Forage grew 
force in their Camp. 

M. de Grcnonville fent that Morning to 
Toulen two Deferters and five Prifoners he 
bad taken the Night before.

permit them. We fir*d the 
Night twenty two Bombsjof 700 w

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Ground , where the Enemy were 
encamped. Thefe Bombs made 
dreadful Havock there. The Cannon 
of the befieged continued likewife to 
Sre upon all their Batteries^ whidi 
30uld not hold out againft them, their 
3unners being gaii'd by the Fire 
which came fo thick upon them. How- 
ever their Royal Battery made one dif- 
±arge of 12 Pieces, fo that Fort Louis 
a>ntinu'd quiet all Night. 

The loth, the St. Philip which was 
placed before the Morillon, near the 
^lace where the Cannons are tried, be- 
Bfin to fire at Five of the Clock in the 
Momingi and held it all Day. Count 
^hmey who commanded this Ship, 
boifted upon her Poop and Beaufprit 
the Flag, of Command.

Oemy loll much Time by it, and (pent 
ftgrteat de^l of Powder to no purpole. 
. The Sieur Le Raud^ a Merchant, who 
perfe&Iy well knew the fountain of 
FairoM^ conduced thither by a fecret 
way 500 Men, and brought them to 
i^e top of the Mountain. He told us 
$t his return, that the Enemy was 
come again to Ardennesy and M. Dillon 
prepared to go and chafe them from 
th^^pce.

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That Day Marfhal tejfe was in dan^ 
ger of His Life by a Cannon ball from 
St Catherins^ which came very near 
him, as he went with the General Offi- 
cers to view our Out-works. Several 
Companies of Dragoons and Foot,, of 
Granadiers and Marines, filed o£f to« 
wards the Gate of St. Lazarur ; they 
inarched that way to avoid being ex- 
posed to the Enemies Cannon. Mar- 
ihal Teffe read pubiickly. a Letter from 
Prince Eugene^ wherein that Prince 
thank'd him for the Care he had taken 
upon him, to provide him a Surtftt, 
and. upon the Marfhal's acquaindng

he might fend it him, Prince Engt^ 
anfwered hini, that Men frequently ffo- 
jeSied what Providence, did n9t approve^ 
alluding to the Siege of Tou/on^ that he 
had undertaken, but now began todu- 
pair of the Succefs.

ded, That he could not tell the Marfbd.

I ought to add to this Article, that 
four Loads of Ice were fent daily to Va^ 
ktte^ for the Generals of the Enemy. 
Men of Senfe, and fuch who have made 
conftant Obfervations of what has beea 
at all times pradifed among great Men, 
who have had the Command of Armies, 
and even by ordinary Generals, will 
not be farpriz'd at thefe Tranfadions, 
fince there are abundance of Examples 
of Civility, which have pafs'd between 
Generals, and Prefents made to each 
other, at the fame time that they are 
mod eager in purfuing all meafures to 
come to an Engagement^ There is no« 
thing more noble than the Carriage of^ 
Marfhal Villars this Campagne^towardfs 
the Generals of the Enemies, tho' at the 
fame time he has no ways favoured 
them, but on the contrary made them 
Brnfible of the Effects of his Valour. We 
may fay that Marflial Tefe did the fame-

A Captain 
who was at Ardennes^ came over that Day 
with his whole Company. He aflurM us^that 
the Enemies Army was confiderably wcaketfd 
by Sicknefs, Death, and Defertion. 

The South Wind^which blew very ftrong, 
obliged a Squadron of 7 of the Enemies Men 
of War, which was at anchor before S. Mar- 
iarer^ to put back, and one of thofe Ships 
being driven near the Battery of St. Man^ 
ir/Vr, where,, among others, there were tfoo 
SwiJ/ersy they immediately took Arms, and 
their Eagernels to fight making them forget 
i?hat they faid, they cried out, Lifsgoand 
take this Boat •, they afterwards advanced 
towards the Bank as far as they could, with 
the fame eagernels to Fight j but the Can-* 
oon of the Ship obliged them to fall upoa 
their Faces to fave themfelves. They were 
Bowevcr in a little time, delivered from their 
fear, for the Cannon of the Battery of Sr. 
Mapdrier being pointed againft the Ship,^ 
(he veet'd off with all poffible fpeed. A De- 
tachment of Troops which was a S.Nazaire 
perceiving fome Men to land from on board 
the Ships for frelh Water, which was hard 
for them to gee, becaufe all the Wells in 
thofe places were filled up, the Detachment 
fell upon them with fo much fuccefs, that 
they killed ten of them on the fpot, and

was to be done, this Prince, who does no- 
thing without confidering maturely, and 
without weighing the Reafons pro and coa 
for what he is to determin, thought himfelf 
at too great a dillance to give dedfive Os^ 
ders about it ^ and that thofe who were.iir 
the Place, having nearer views of things^ 
might be better able to judge of it ^ and 
diat beiides^ Incidents irequently happen, 
which oblige them to determination imm^ 
diately % but being unknown to thofe who 
are at a diftance, are more proper to be de^ 
cided by thofe who are on the (pot. 

This being the pofture of Afiairs, with 
relation to the Galleys, it was at laft revi- 
ved at Toulon^ that they (hould return to 
Marfeilles as foon as the Enemies Fleet 
came to the Ifles of Hieres^ and according 
to that Refolve they did return. But a lit- 
tle after their departure, all the Enemies 
motions difcovered, that wbethey they a- 
bandon'd Toulon^ or pulh'd on the Siege, 
diey were politiveiy refolved to Bombard 

the 
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the Place, and that this Bombardoaent was 
unavoidable. This occafion'd great Debates 
concerning the Galleys *, and many were of 
opinion, that they would be oi great ufe 
during the Bombardment, and perhaps 
might entirely prevent it, by hindring the 
Bomb Boats to advance, or taking them if 
they fhould. Abundance of things were 
&id on this Subjed: ^ but after it had been 
argu'd in publick^ and that every one had 
given his Opinion in the Council held on 
purpofe to determin it, it was agreed on to • 
be very proper that the Galleys (hould re- 
turn, that they might do confiderable Ser- 
vice to all Frovence^ and particularly hinder 
Toulon from being bombarded^ or perhaps 
burnt. Upon rhis the M. de Tejfe wrote to 
the Marquis de Rayc^ who commanded 'em^ 
That the Gentlemen of the Marine were per- 
fuaded the Gulleys might be very ufeful at 
Toulon, therejore he could not refufe to con- 
cur with them in demanding the Galleys^ 
provided he bad no Orders to the contrary. 

This Letter did very much perplex the 
Marquis, who earneltly defir'd to have ftaid 
at Toulon^ where he might have dUtinguiflit 
himfelf by tbat-^Zeal and Valour which is 
ib cuftomary to thole of his Family. Bat 
he was at Marjeilles^ and the difficulty of 
fending back the Galleys to Toulon without 
fatppfingthem, was very great. The Canal 
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Men of War, and befides for 3 days tfiere 
had been a fort of a Tennipeft, during which 
It was impoffible for the Galleys to return 
to Toulon. This occafion'd the Marquis de 
Roje and M. de la Vaileterie to go thither 
and bold a new Council of War upon the 
Subjefti 

1 faid in the beginning of thtsArticle,that 
M. Arnoul went to Marjeilles becaufe there 
was need of a Man of his Influence to fuc- 
ceed in an Afiair the fuccefs of which was 
fo doubtful. We have juft now heard the 
reafons of it ^ but it has not yet been taken 
notice of, that tho' }A.Arnours Name was 
t)ot mentioned before, in what I have writ 
concerning the Afiair of Toulon^ that he 
was neverthelefs one of thofe who contri- 
buted moft to the faving of the Place, and 
Kfcewife of all Frovence. He was the firft 
who gave Memoirs of what was to be done, 
dt fuch time as we did not know to which 
fide the Allies would turn their Arms. He 
fhew'd then that the firft thing to be taken 
care of,- was thefafety o^Frovence^ and of 
the City of Toulon^ in order to prevent the 
Calamities with which they were threatned; 
and he likewife gave an account of all that 
was to be done for fucceeding in what he 

Eopos'd. His Care was applauded, and his 
emoirs fo much approved, that the Mi- 
(ters themfelves advifed him to fhow them 
to the King, His Majefty having confider'd 

them 
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*em with bis ufual ApplicatioDy was me&ntlf 
facisfied that M. Arnoul had advifed nothing 
bat what was fit to be put in execunon, and 
that his Minifters bad made a very wife 
Judgment upon his Memoirs ^ and accord- 
ingly when they began to take Meafures for \ 
the Security of Provence^ and particularly ^ 
the City of Toulon^ he was the firft Man 
who was fent thither, to difpofe all things 
according to the Orders he had received, or 
fliould receive from 'em afterwards , for they 
were afliduous to put all things in execution 
for the accomplilhnient of what was refol- 
ved on, lb that we may fay with jui^, 
that M. Arnwl was the Ptimum Mobile o{ 
all that was done for the Safety oiToidon s 
and he was afiu^lly the firft who ordered 
Works to be caft up at the Poft of ^Anne. 

The great Rain which fell on the 1 3th at 
Night, hundred both fides from firing till tlie 
i4tb at Five of the Clock in the Morning. 
The Enemies Artillery changed their Obgeft 
at laft, forbore firing upon the Tonnant and 
S. Philip Men of War, and turnM all theii 
Fury againft the Town, and Batteries which 
defended it. Several Bullets fell into the 
Qparter of the Minims^ which was in a lit- 
tle time abandoned by mod of the Inhabi- 
tants. The reft of the Town did alfo fufia 
much by them, yet there was only one Man 
killed as be was buying Ice,in that called the 
Jtltr4kifif-Sfr€ei. The Battery of 6 Cannon 

which 
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wluch fired on Fort St. Louis^ fileoced ffie 
few Cannon that defended it, bnt^hejr could 
not do much hurt to the Foundation of the 
Fort, which was very well built, and could 
not be made to tumble. The Enemies 
movements gave us ground to think that 
they defigned to take it by Scalade, which 
made M.Dillon^ a Captain of a Regiment of 
Vexh^ who commanded there, fomeWfcat 
uneafie. There were 200 Men in it, armed, 
with Scy th^ Axes, Half-Pikes and Muskets, 
and who b^des didnotwanttbeafl[i(tance 
of well experienced Grenadiers. Ail the E- 
nemies Ships were at anchor between 5/« 
Margaret and the Ifles of Hieres. 

M. Tejje read pfiblickly a Letter he had 
received from CoUuc Meditvy. The contents 
of it were, ^hat tbe Inhabitants of Provence 
were brave Men^ and that he did not quefii- 
etiy from the Refplution he faw in all the 
feafants^ but that the Duke ^ Savoy would 
fuffer in his Retreat ^ tbat at Val, afmall 
Village near Brignoles, the Feafants had en- 
tirely defeated a large Farty of the Enemy. 
Upon which M. Grignan laid. The People 
ly Provence are very Courageous wben they 
are toe II headed. 

1 muft relate one Aftion here concerning 
thofe Peafants, which was omitted in Its 
proper place. 

A hundred and fifty Huffars coming to the 
Village oiMeanne^^^t Peafants alone, who

were there, fuftained their Efforts with ex- 
traordinary vigour, they killed 8 of them, 
and obliged the reft to retire^ but rhofe 
Uuffars being inraged, that they were not 
only repulfed, but defeated by fb fmaU a 
Number, they returned with more, and 
having found no body in the Village, fet 
fire to it. 

M. Niquet^ who being an Fngineer, was 
frequently obliged to expole himfelf totbe 
'Cannon,and who till the r 4th had the good 
fortune to cfcape any Wound^kadreafon to 
be perfwaded that Day, that Engineers are 
never to think themfelves fafe, and that 
thofe whofe Art obliges them almoft conti- 
nually to expofe themfelves, muft dye foon 
or late, in the bed of Honour, which they 
don't abandon when Dangers are moft 
threatning. A Cannon Ball, which was 
aimed at him, and made himfelf believe 
that it would have kill'd him, fell fb near, 
that it made feveral Scones rebound upon 
him, and tore one of the Sleeves of his 
Coat. 

Marfhal Teffc gathered together a great 
number of Fafcines, which gave rife to fe- 
veral Speculations, and made us expeO: that 
foms Attack was in Hand. ' At the famie 
time our Men were perfwaded the Duke of 
Savoy would not ftay long before the Place, 
becaufe his Army was coniiderably weaken- 
ed every Day, and becauie that Prince knew 

very 
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very well, that Troops were marching 
from all Parts for the Relief of Toulon^ 
and that the Prelence of the Dake of Bur- 

{'undy^ and Duke of Berry ^ would make the 
oabitants oiFrovence redouble their 2^al, 
Valoar, and Loyalty. Befides, we are af 
fitted, that tho' he (hould perBtl in contini(- 
ing the Si^e, which fcarcely deferved that 
Name as yet, more of the time being hi- 
therto fpent in Cannonading rather than 
any thing elfe, he would meet with abun- 
dance oi Difficulties, both Forage and Pro- 
vifioDS being wanting^ which might ruin 
(lis Army, if they continued any time be- 
fore the Town. To this we may add, that 
from the 2pth of July to the 14th of Am- 
4uft^ the Enemy had done nothing but caft 
up and compleated their Intrenchments, 
paralled Lines and Batteries, without hav- 
ing undertaken any thing withVlgour againft 
the Camp or Town. Nor did we think it 
fit, during the time, to attempt any thing 
againft them, becaufe we expedied the Mar- 
ihal de Tejfe with Troops ; but when thofe 
Troops arrived, we began to make the ne- 
cdSary Dilpofitions to attack the Enemies 
briskly, in order to oblige them to a Retreat^ 
towards which, we were of opinion, thac 
an Attack to chafe them from th^ Hill of 
la Malgue^ or that of Sr. Catherine^ would 
very much contribute. It appeared to be 
belt, to attack that of L^ Malgue^ becaufe

we might nail up their Cannon, whk 
would prevent a Bombardment $ but the A 
tack of the Hill of St. Catharine appeared i 
be more eafy and pra^Vicable ^ ib chat it w;

It is impoflible to make Preparations ft 
any great Enterprifey without the Eoeouc 
perceiving the Movements at leaft, wbic 
-are made toward it. Tis true, tb^jr doof 
always difcover upon what fide the Scon 
will fall; but ic is always confideraU 
when they know it is to come^ and ther 
needs no more to put them on then: Gnav 
on all fides, where they may be attacked 
This was the Caufe, that on the 14th tb 
Enemy made 3 PrArj^^^Battalionstoadvsmo 
on their Left, beiides the 4 which they hit 
poOed on the Right fome Days before 
There was a Report fpread that Day ii 
their Camp, that Colonel Vftfferkorn hati 
inggone too far to view our Troops, ha( 
fallen into an Ambufh with two OfficeR 
and five Huffars ^ and that he was feen v 
fall from his Horfe, but they knew not cer 
tainly whether he was kill'd or taken Prifo 
ner. /

S foon as the Allies moved to enter 
Brovence^ and we began to make ne« 
ceflary Pf epatations to defend Houlm i 
the Common Opinion was, that if 
the Duke oi Savoy arriv'd at the Place 
before JVfarefchal de Tejfe and his Troops, the 
Town would be oblig'd to open their Gates to 
him. And if on the contrary the French Troops 
^rriv'd Firft, the Duke of Savoy muft be oblig*d 
•o retire and abandon his Enterprife. There was 
fomecfaing of probability in all this, but it could 
HOC pa& for a ceruinty, as having more of Pre- 
sumption than reality in it. The Marlhal de Tejfc 
arriving firft with his Troops might eaiily have 
hindred the Place's being taken without OppoCti- 
on ; but there were many other things neceifary 
to hinder its being taken afterwards, when attack a 
by Sea and Land by a Great Number of Poten- 
tates, in which we may fay England and Holland 
.were Prodigal of their Treafure, for carrying on 
4D Enterprife, that was of the greateft Confe- 
iquence to them, and the Succefs of which would 
have ruin'd a great part of the French Navy, and 
broke our Commerce in feveral Places ; which 
was look'd upon by thofe Maritime Powers as an 
unexpreflible Advantage for their Dominions, 
fince by this means they (hould have had the Em- 
pire of the Sea. 

B • Ttve 
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The thing having appeared thus to oir 
Court, there was a neceiTity of finding means to 
hinder a misfortune, which would have been fo 
much the greater to France, that ihe muft have 
fuffcr*d not only in her Naval Affairs, but aifo 
in thofe which refpe<ft the Land ; the lols of Pro- 
vonce might have drawn that of feveral other 
Provinces after it, which muft have been of dan> 
gerous confequence, in the prefent conjundnrcJ 
In the mean time the Difeafe Teemed at firft al« 
Eioft incurable, and we faw littJe proffibility of 
helping it, becaufe as it was not probable that 
the Afftiirs oi France, which hadflourifh'd fo long, 
could take fuch a turn as to make us believe 
Toulon (hould be befiged 5 We had never endea- 
voured to prevent what we thought could never 
happen. Thus Teuton iho' impregnable by Sea, 
was all open like a Village on the fide of the 
Land ; there was therefore a neceffity for giving 
Orders to divert a misfortune which appearcdfo 
much the more unavoidable, becaufe there was 
r.ced ot much time to prepare what was neceffary 
to prevent it, and the mifchief was fo prefliogy 
that wc might juftly have thought there was no 
rimcleft to avoid it; and as time is not to be 
purchas'd, and all the Powers on Earth can't pro- 
<'ure a thing that is not to be had ; the King-might 
wiih very much reafon have abandoned Toulon^ 
to put himfelf in a condition to defend the Neigh- 
bouring Provinces, and hinder the Enemies from 
penetrating further. JBut his Majefty carefully 
urij^hinj*. nn Affair of fo Great Importance as the 
f»ivii,?T vp of Toulon, and making Reflexions 01

Eidelky of the People of that Coiintry, ie thought 
hiaiCclf oblig'd to think of Methods for rclie^ 
ving Touion, in which he was perf edly well aiiill- 
ed by theMiniftry both of Sea and Land, who 
did things incredible in Obedience to his Majc* 

ay. 

The Orders they gave in Provence were pun- 
(ftually executed with much Readinefs, Zeal, and 
Vigour ; and hence it was that in a few Days, 
Fonifications feem*d to fpring out of the Ground, 
and Armies to flie on Wings to the Relief of To«- 
ion. Thus bccaufe every one difcharg'd his Duty 
in a furpriring manner, and that the King's Or- 
ders were readily and pcrfe<5tly put in Execution, 
Toulon became in little time capable of Defence. 

From all thefe things it happened that on the 
1 5 th of Augufly we were in a Condition to infult 
thofe, who a little before thought we Ihould not 
be' able to make the Jeaft Refiftance againft them. 
I come now to the Particulars of what fell out on 
that Day.

Ihefirjt J^lation is thus ; 

AS I walked yefternighr at the Head of the 
Camp towards the Baftide of Mr. de Juge^ 
1 difcovered all the Men of War at Anchor rxar 
Carquerane^ but without reach of the Cannon 
of 5!r. Margaref. In my return I met fcveral Dc- 
tachmerits marching privately, without beat of 
Drum, and with white Badges in their Hats. 
There needed no more to perfuade me there 
would be AAion during the Night- ; I returned 
forthwith to the Church, where I found leveral 
others who had made the fame Remarks as I 
did. About lo a Clock we went up to the 
Steeple; lAr^Dxr^e^ Commiflfaryof theNa* 
vy, was one of us 5 we continued there till 4 
in the Morning without perceiving any Motion 
on either (ide, but on a fudderr we law a 
Rocket fir'd from the top of the Mountain, and 
in- a Moment after, a Second, and then a Third^^ 
which were a Signal thane our Troops who had 
climb'd up this HiU under the Command of Mr^ 
Heraud the Mercha^it, made to a Detach- 
ment that pafsd the Road in Sloops, and mar- 
ched privately to la Maigue towatds ihe ^ Baftidc 
of Commiflary -dillet. 

* We heard immediately a Volley of Muskets

^ drove the Enemies beyond Fort*. Artigues^ the 
, Attack was only Vigorous upon the Hill of St- 
^ Catherine^ where the Enemies difputed theit 
^ Ground Foot by Foot, the Mufquet Shot was 
^ like Hail, andlafted fot an Hour or therea- 
bouts. I perceived their Motions very diftinfl- 

* ly. The Enemies having been pufli'd' be-- 
' yond the piece of F/orens, renewed their Charge 

* with the utmoft ^ut^ • "V^^ te-^oXfe^ ^V^^ 
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twice ; we faw our white Coloirrs planted from 
the Hill of St, Catherine, when all of a fudden, 
a great Body of Cavalry appeared inthePafs, 
which reached from the fiaftide oiBUncard, to 
chat of Mr. Brun. This was the Duke of Sa^ 
'ovf in Perfon who bad rallied thofe that fled, 
and brought them to charge a third rime. The 
Fire had been brisk enough before, but was re- 
doubled on the coming up of that Prince : Yet 
the Courage of our Troops furmounted all thofe 
new Efforts, and our Grenadiers defeated 
thofe that made Head againft them ; I percei- 
ved all of a fudden that the firing of the Muf- 
ketsceafed, and our Men putting their Bayo- 
nets in the mouth's of their Pieces, overthrew 
all they, met, and pufli d them a great way be- 
yond the Baftide of Blancard, *- 

* Tis true, the Cannon of the Town gave 
great A/Iiftance to our Men, as did 6 Fields 
Pieces that one of our Battalions carried with 
them, and plaid from the Hill of St. Catherine: 

^ Our Generals caufed a Retreat to be founded 
when our Grenadiers went to pufh on further; 
for they perceived the Enemies had a Defign to 
engage us in general Afiion. This Retreat 
was very difpleafing to our Grenadeers, who 
began to grow Warm, and in Contempt, threw 
Stones at the Enemy. . We gained Time by 
this Defeat to demoli(h their Lines, and fet Fire 
.f to their Works. 

* The Enemy loft on this Occafion above «• 

* looo Men, including the Wounded, we took 

* up, thofe killed on the Spot, and the Prifoners. 

* We reckon among the Dead the Prince oiSaxe- 

* Gotha, who liad 3 Regiments which amouuted 

f to 6000 Men, the firft of 3000 ^jiox> \!tifc ^^- 
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cond of 1 5 oo Horfe, and the third of as fflany 
Dragoons. The Colonel of his Infantry was 
made Prifoner, he is a fat Gentleman, of a 
good mien^ whom I faw with the Ma^Sntes 
of the Towoy when he fent, with Penmffionof 
our General^ a Drummer for Mony*to tfaeE&^ 
mies Camp, becaufe he promised 8 Piftoks to a 
Grenadier who took him Prifbner and gave 
him Qoaner. I am juft now tdd chat he is 
let go upon his Parole, which he demanded 
when the Drummer informed him of the death 
of his Prince, for which he was fbmuch gner'd; 
that he bit his Fingers. I do not know the 
Names of other Peribns of Note who were iliin; 
vi^. Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels: VTe 
have in U Cbmin 6o of the Enemies 
wounded. On otir fide we bad fcarce lo Sol- 
diers flain and 6o wounded. Poor Vdlette the 
Soap Merchant was killed near St. Catberinehj 
a Canon that the Enemies royal Battery dif- 
charged upon our Men as they pufhed their 
Troops. This is the Effeds of going beyond 
Command; feveral Deferters came over to us 
during the Adion, and after ic. The Enemies 
abandoned yirJemtes tkcond time, being pufli'd 
by our Troops at St. Anthony; our Men aban- 
doned the whole about i o a Clode, after ha- 
ving been Matters of it from 6. We were a lit" 
tie furprized at that piece of Condudl, but the 
Reafonsour Generals gave, were, that thePofts 
of St.C4/£fr/neand Artigues could not be kept 
by lefs than a Body of 4 or 5000 Men upon the 
Mountain, to whom it would have been very 
difficult to fumifh Provifions. Befides tho* they 
had been more they might have been infulted by

Our 
I Grcinadiers have got all their Tents, a great 
t number of Night Gowns, Cloaths lac'd with 
t Gold,, and Silver Plate. The middle Column; 
,' and that of the right cdus'd the Enemy from the 
,'Fort of the Intrenchment, and the Chapel of 

* St. Catberincf and took three of their Cannon ; 
,' the Attack on the right was (harp, becaufe the 

* Enemy was prote(^ by the Fire of their great 
i Intrepchmen^ but as loon as we turned two

* that fide, that they nail'd up four of their own

' according to wifh on all fides, without, any o-^ 
' ther Lofs on our part than 60 Men kill'd and 
^ wounded, among whom there is no OfiScer of 

* Note. To fpeak modeftly of the Enemies Lofs, 
' they had above 1 200 Men kill'd, wounded and 
' taken, among whom, there are abundance of 

* Officers of Confideration. The Prince of S^x^- 

* Gotha is reckoned among the Slain. We have 

* feveral Colonels, Lieutenant- Colonels and Ma- 

* jors among the Prifoners, 

* This Surprife oblig'd them to ftand in order 

* of Battel aU,Night en the 1 5th. We have no- 

* thing now to fear but fome Bombs, which 

* 'twill be difficult for us to hinder. Deferters 

* continue to come over. Our Men are fo full 

* of Courage, that had we but part of the Troops

MR Ju Met:( G)Ionel of the Regiment of 
Vexin^ * who was order'd to attack the 
Cbappel of St. Catherine^ march'd with lo Com* 
panies of Grenadiers fupported by his Regi- 
ment. He advanced to this Chappel witlmc 
firing one Shot, and fuftain'd a great Fire from 
the Enemy which laftcd above a quarter of an 
Hour, but he made himfelf Matter of the Chap- 
pel, and the Enemy retir'd to a little Intrench- 
menton the right of the Cbappeh they confifted 
of 400 Grenadiers fuftain'd by near 2000 Men 
who were in their Parallel : They defended 
this Intrenchment near 2 Hours and a Jialt 
and made a great Fire on our Men ; bur the 
Colonel perceiving that their Fire flacken*d, he 
order*d his Men to put their Bagonets in the 
Mouths of their Muskets, and attack'd the En- 
emy in their Intrenchment, which he oblig'd 
them to abandon. His Regiment which fu- 
ftain'd them did Wonders.

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Minims, and thofe of the Toniuttr Man of War 
which fir'd as thick as the Muskets, made fo 
great a Fire upon the Enemies Battalions and 
Squadrons that appear'd, and alfo upon one of 
their Columns which gain'd la Malgue, as pur 
them into fuch Diforder^ that they could not 
again draw up. MeJJieurs Mardom Captain oft 
Frigat, la Balme a Lieutenant of Artiilerfr, and 
du Veuil Enfign of a Man of War were kiU*d or 
dy'd of their Wounds, with about 50 Canna* 
niers Mariners and Soldiers. MeJJieurs Je Grafun 
Captain of a Man of War, the Chevalier de Feu* 
iOant, and Michault a Lieutenant, the Cbevilier 
de Gallifet an Aid Maf or ^znd BeauJJin an £n£gn^ 
were wounded, with about 100 Cannonters^ 
Mariners and Soldiers. 
The Enemy vez*d to a have been beat fios) 
break of day till 3 in the Afternoon, being ani* 
mated with a Spirit of revenge^ attempted it thus; 
They begun in the Evening to throw Bombs in- 
to the Town from a Battery of Mortars which 
they had at the Bridge of Egoun'er, and to pUy 
their Cannon againftthe Roofs of the UoBfes 
with more Fury than they had done before. Thil 
Bombardment lafted till midnight. 

The 1 6 by 6 in the Morning they begun agairf 
to throw Bombs into the Town, which occafi* 
on*d great diforder. One of them fell into the 
Bifliops Apartment and fpoil'd all but the Place 
where he lay. 

Fort St. Margaret which furrendered the Nig|ht 
before on Difcretion for want of Water, which it 
was impofllible to carry to them, becaufe the E' 
nemies Sloops guarded all thePafTes, was evacua- 
ted in the Morning. I cannot juftly fay bow 
many Men msrdi'd out of it, bur 'tis certain the

Garrifon conlSfted erf" no moie tliafl 50 Miuioe^ 
50 of the Militia, and 40 Cannoniers. The 
Yalotir of Mr. dc GremnviBe who defended it 
With incredible Couiage, considering his ftoall 
Number of Men, prevaii'd with the Enemy to 
reftore him his Sword aflbon as be came out of 
tiie Fort, and the Duke of Sofot^ not only com- 
piended him highly, but honour'd him to dine 
at his own Table. 

While the Dake took this Fort meerly for want 
of Water, 2000 of his Troops had butiiidi&rent 
Succefs in another attempt,, as follows, 

They were fent to oblige the Town cf Drsgui^Z , 
'tion to pay the Contriburions demanded of chem^ 
and in cafe of refiifal to Sack and Burn the Town 
and the neighbouring Country. The Chevalier 
ik Miane having Notice of the March of thofe 
Troops, and of their Orders, refolv'd to oppofe 
the Execution of a defign which would have been 
ruinous to the Country, fince the Town was not 
able to pay the Sum demanded, but not having 
Force enough to oppofe fo many Troops pu(h*d 
on with a defire of Plunder, and knowing the 
Barbarities committed in Military executions, he 
divided into 5 Platoons, 50 Dragoons and feme 
Voluntier Peafants with whom he march'd in fo 
good Order, and with fo much Boldnefs, that the 
Enemy thinking he dar*d not to March toward 
them in that manner, except, he were follow'd 
by a greater Number, they decamp'd with Pre- 
'•cipitation. 

The Enemy continued to throw Bombs into 
Toulon, but with lefs damage than the Night be- 
fore becaufe they fir'd only from % Mortars.

who knowing th^X^onfequence of taking 
it^ <lid all they could to make themfelves 
Matters of it. Mr. de Cam/iers Je St. Vbilif^ 
Captain of a Fire-Ship^ who plaid the 
Artillery from the Fort^ would ftay in it^ 
though he was wounded^ till the Garrifon 
marched out. Notwithftanding this fmall 
Suocefsy the Enemies^ who had heen ap« 
prehenfive for fome time^ that their De- 
iign on Tboulon would mifcarry^ had- be-* 
gun fome Days before to embark their 
Sick Men ^ their Equipage , Cannon^ 
Mortars and Ammunition, and every 
thing that might be troublefome to them 
in their March. The Marihal it Tejft^ as 
foon as he underftood this, fent Mr. Mem 
daw 2 Brigades of Foot, a ;d next Day, 
and the Regiments of Dragoons which 
were at Bojfet^ that he might be in a Con-- 
dition to harrafs the Enemy in their Re« 
treat j but the difficulty of the Ways hin- 
dered their joining him fo foon as they 
fhould. The Marihal de Teffe did alio 
fend Mr. de Montgeorges^ Marfhal de Camp,* 
juft arriv'd from ?arisy with a Regiment 
of Dragoons to Antibes. 
. The i9ihin the Morning, the Ene- 
mies Fleet lay ftill at Anchor near St. 
Margaret^ except two Veffels which lay 
near the Cape. As good Luck would 
have it, a cold Wind which blew hard^ 
binder'd the Bomb-Boats from coming

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When we came to exchange Prifoners^ 
we found we bad ^oo more than the £ne« 
my, which we exchanged with the like 
Number o{ French taken before Turin. 

The Cannon of the Garrifon fir*d with 
{o much Succefs, by way of Repriial^ for 
the Damage done to the Town by the 
Bombs, that on the 19, there was no more 
than 7Gann6n on the EnemiesRoyal Bat« 
tery, which fired only once in 2 Hours ; 
it was the fame with their other Batteries* 
moft of which had pnly i or 2 Cannon in 
a Condition to fire* 

The Feafants told us that fame Day, 
that the Enemy had re*embark'd 13 of 
their Cannon, and that part of their 
Horfe were already march*d oiF. Defer- 
ters informed the fame, which perfuaded 
us more and more, that the Enemies a(^tt- 
ally defign'd a Retreat. 

The 19th at Night, they drew off the 
greateft part of their Cannon and Mor- 
tars, and embark'd them with the reft of 
their Sick and Wounded. In the mean 
time, they continued to throw Bombs 
from two Mortars, to make us believe 
they were not yet going off. 

On the 20th they fir*d only with i Can- 
non from each of their Batteries, but 
their 2 Mortars fic*d without ceafing. We 
(aw a thick Smoak towards U Garde, and 

C 2 . ^« 
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Ji Brunei in feveral pUceSj and were in* 
formed by Deferters^ chat it proceeded 
from the Forage which the Duke had or- 
dered CO be fee on fire. This was an evi- 
dene Token chat his Army would decamp 
fbrchwich. 

Four Men of War lay at Anchor chat Day 
cowards the Head of the Cape^ and the 
reft at St. Marganty not daring to come 
near^ becaufe of our Battery at St. Man- 
Jritr, which fired even with the Water. 
We .had alfo red hot Bullets in readinefi to 
fire upon them^ in cafe they caipe neater.^ 
which they apprehended^ and therefore 
kept at a Diftance. 

The Cannon of the Garrifon redoubled 
their Fire with extream Fury at y in the 
Evening, which put the Enemy in great 
•ear, fo that they run about on all Sides, 
to feveral of the HilIsof/4 Malgue. 

The Marlhal de Tejfe, with all the^e- 
neral Officers, went to the Height of St. 
Catharine and Fort Artlgues^ to view the 
Enemy j and we under flood at his Return, 
.chat their Camp was almoft wholly deferr- 
ed } this,.put us out of all Doubt, that our 
Deliverance was at hand. We were alfo 
informed that fame Day by Defertcrs, 
that the Enemies Army was in great Fear, 
becaufe they were informed , that thp 
, whole Country bad taken Arms to fall 
^upbn .them in tVv^u ^cti^^kX^ which made 
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Apprehend they fliould fufFcr mucfi^ ahd 
this increafed the Defertion of their 
Troops. 

There of theirBattalions havfng appeared 
I'h the Evening towards Fort S.Lowis ; ure 
fired fome Cannon upon them from the 
great Tower, together with fome Bombs, 
one of which fell into that Fort, and bleW' 
irp moft of their Powder, ^with fome of 
rheir Men, and jhe reft reyr'd with all 
poi&ble hafte ; 8 of our Men entered the 
Fort abodt half an hour after, and came 
back laden with the Spoils ot the Slain. 
About 8 a Clock the Enemies threw 8 
Bombs into the Tov^n, which put the Ih^^ 
habitants in great Fear, that they w&uld 
continue their Bombardment all th^ 
Night, but they threw no more. 

The high Wind which had lafted for 
fome Days, and continued ftill on the 2ift^ 
hinder'd the Approach of the Fleet. 

The great Wind that raged for fome 
Days, and continued to blow j^e 2 ;d, 
hinder'd the Approach of the Fleet. Hav- 
ing veered their Cables, they kept oiF ac 
Sea, and a great part of their Ships had let 
down their Sail-yards. Fifty two of them 
lay at Anchor, between the Cape Sepet, 
and the Point of the Cape of the Ifles of 
Hieresy by which means they flopped up 

the entrance into the Road.

Five Bomb- VeiTels that were detached 
from the Fleet, Uy in the Creek of Fort 
Lews^ to bomb the Town and the Har- 
bour. The Bombardment began at Noon^ 
but the Battery of la Malgue, commsdiAtd 
by M. ^e Court, which I mentioned before, 
obliged them to draw further off. Yet 
they (till continued throwing their Bombs 
all the reft of the Day. Prince Eugene,\vho 
expedted tha^ a Bombardment by Sea, 
which theytould never before bring to 
bear^ would have a much better Ffied 
than that by Land ; and that five VeiTeJs 
throwing in their Bombs at the fame time, 
would entirely deftroy Thouhn^ got upon 
an Eminence to fee the Efieds of' the 
Bombs. But although the Fire which 
they, made appeared to him very great, yet 
he knew well enough that all the Mif- 
chief thofe Bombs could do, would not 
be fufficient to make them alter their De- 
signs of breaking up the Siege in a few 
Days ; which being refolved upon anew, 
they blew up. the Caftle oi St.AIargaret , aN 
ter they had carried every thing out of it; 
They likewife plundered Fort St. Ltivlsj 
and theirShallops were employed to carry 
ofi'all they found there. 

A Trooper, who came over to us well 
modoted and well armed, alTur'd us, that 
the £nemy*s Decampment was nearer 
fijBwe thought £br, thax^Nv^^ ^^^^\^t& 
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from all their Movements ^ and that they 
continued to fend off their Equipage^ 
and all that they thought might be canied 
with them. 

M. GrenonvllUy who was exchanged fot 
a Gerfnan Colonel^ had before informed 
us of the fame Thing \ befides, the Move-' 
ments which they made towards this De- 
campment were fo great, that 'twas fcarce 
any longer to be doubted of. M. Angara 
inlleis wrote to M. Bret the Intendant^ 
that if the Duke of Savoy decamped, as it 
was likely he would^ they (hould want 
600 Mules to follow him^ and defired^ 
him to get them ready. 

Mar/bal Tsfe, who obferved all the £ne- 
my*s Motions very narrowly^ and had al-^ 
ready taken nectary Meafures againfl: 
the Departure of the Allies, cominued 
the Night before to fend off a Detach- 
ment to Count Medavjy which he might 
make ufe of on Occafion^ as Oppohunity 
requird. -^ 

The Encmies,defigning to conceal their 
Decampment^ which was to be the 21 ft 
at Nighty thought they (hould fucceed in 
k^ by continuing the Bombardment all 
Night J nor were th^y deceived in it. The 
Array, during this Bombardment, began 
their March in five Columns, and took 
the fame Rout, by which thoy cam& to

The Bombardment which the Enemy 
saade in the Nighty occafion'd the Lofs 
of the Ships^ Le Sage, and Le Fortune^ 
wluch were burnt. Having faid forae- 
thixig already concerning thefe Ships^ I 
fiiallonly add here^ that they had been 
kid afide ten Years before by the Coun* 
cil^ and judged unfervicable ; fo that the 
Lofs of them was not looked upon as any 
thing coniiderable^ or that defervM to be 
mention 'd^ any otherwife, than as an In- 
fiance of our good Fortune^ fmco the 
Bombs which fell into them^ might per- 
haps have done more Mifchief^ if they 
had fallen elfewhere. The Ship Le Dw- 
9nant, which lay near them^ received a 
little Damage ^ but that was fpeedily 
prevented) and over almoft as foon as 
begun. 

'Tis not improper to* add here, that the 
Bombardment by Sea, which began the 
aift^t Noon, continued to jr a Clock 
next Morning, and that the Mortars car- 
ried 1800 Fathoms. It was the general 
Opinion of all, that the Battery ereded 
upon one of the Heights of La Malffie, 
commanded by M. de Court, prevented 
the Bomb Veffels from firing any longer, 
they were fo much incommocfed by his 
Cannon.

Vferal Letters imported, 12 pieces of Can^ 
non, a great Quantity ot Ballets, feveral 
Carriages, about 6000 Bombs and Gre^* 
nadoes. Shovels, Pick-axes> and other 
Inllruments for breaking the Grounds 
40 Barrels of Powder and fome Tents, 
which made us believe, they degamped 
with much Precipitation, The frefli Suc- 
cours which were hourly expeded ac 
Thoulan, contributed not a little to their 
Decampment ; and efpecially when the 
Generals of the Enemies confidered, thar 
every time the Befieged faid they exped:- ' 
ed any Reinforcements , they always*^ 
, arrived on the Day appointed j befides, - 
they knew, by the Care they had taken 
to get timely Information, that the new* 
Supplies were juft ready to appear before 
Thoulon ; fo that the Precipitation of their 
Decampment was nothing but what is- 
ufual, when an Army is under Appre* 
henfions of being purfued by an approach*-- 
ing Enemy, 

We were informed that Day^ by Per-- 
fons who gave a faithful Account, of the 
mofi iecret Tranfadions which palTed 
among the Enemies, that there had been 
a Difference between the Duke oi Savoj^ 
and Prince Eugene, the*latter having faid, 
in a fort of Fret and Paffion, that if they 
had followed his Advice at firft, they 
would not have been reduced to the Ne- 
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cefflty of fo /bamefbl a Retreat^ as thejr 
\irere about to make^ at a time when ail 
Ewr^ was perfuaded^ and efpecially Eng- 
Isnd and HoIl^nJ^ that Tboulm was opon 
the point of falling into the Hands ot the 
Confederates^ and that the Triumph had 
in a nunner been already fung through- 
out their Dominions^^ thinking the Mea- 
iurea taken were fo juft^ that they were 
iure of the Conqueft of all Travence^ be-^ 
fore the Army had fet one Foot in ic f 
which ought in reafon to have increased 
the Uneafinefs of the Generals who iiad 
undertake^ the Siege of Tbolan, afcer fo 
great an AfTurance that the Place could 
not efcape them. Prince Eugenes Propo- 
ikl, was to put loooo Men aboard the 
Fleety and land them near Tboulmy with 
Orders to attack the French Troops before 
they could (iniih the Entrenchments they 
Vi^ere cafling up, and who being then but 
very few in Number^ muft needs h^ve 
been put into Confternation , and by 
Confequence defeated^ before they could 
recover themfelves ; and that they might 
afterwards have taken 7i&W(w on the fide 
next Marfeillesj and then marched faithec 
into the Country^ which muft needs ter- 
rifie all Provence^ and gteatly alarm the 
Neighbouring Provinces. This Advice, 
tlMtiigh feemingly very good, was^ as 



good Fortune would have ie^ not liilen*d 
to or followed. 

The Enemy after their Decampment^ 
having inarched with incredible Expedi-* 
tion the ziftallNight and next Day3arrivc^ 
the zzd in the Evening at Cuers^ from 
whence they continued their March with 
the like Predpitation the Day following. 

Since their Fleet was no longer fer^ 
viceable before Tboulon^ and muft only 
have continued to fuffer there to no Pur« 
pofe, as it had frequently done^ during 
the Siege, they iail'd the z^d, being of 
great Ufe to the Enemy in their March^ 
who fenc their Sick Aboard every Nighty* . 
as we underftood afterwards. 

But we return to what was done by 
Land. I have faid already, that Marfliat 
Teffe perceiving, by all the Movements oi 
th&-£nmny, and the Pofture of their Af-* 
fairs, that they would not continue much^ 
longer in their Gamp, did all that could- 
be expe&ed , upon iuch an Qccaflon, 
from fo vigilant and wary a General ;. and 
that he drew out feveral Detachments^ 
in Proportion to the Remainder::of ^ hit 
Forces; fince, had he.weakhcid liiinifili 
too much, the Enemies^ inftead of b;;ek£? 
ing up the Siege, would have fell upoii!^ 
him. So that he was forced to slA, oti. 
this Occafion, with much Caution an^

mpofthk to accmpUfij it ; the greateft part 
ofthe Troops being come to Thoulm^ in 
a hurry ^ and without Baggage, and after 
tliey were arrived^ they could not hav^ 
their Baggage and Hodes in all the Pofts 
I have mentioned. So that MarfhalT^e 
may be faid to have done all that was 
poffible for him to do, in the condition 
he was in at the. time of the Enemies De- 
campment; having before made feveral 
Detachments to harrafs the Flanhs of the 
Enemy, and^ cut off much of the Subfi*. 
ftance which they might have found yti 
their March. And what is moft furpri- 
fing, after all I have (aid, is, that this 
General, notwithftanding fa many Diffi- 
culties, or rather Impombilities, took (b 
juft Measures, and a^ed with fuch Expe-- 
dition, that altho the Enemies did not 
decamp before the iid, he followed them 
the 2;d, as may be feen by the following 
Narrative, taken from a Letter of one of 
the General Officers of the Army.

fent cro& the Country the Marquis it 
Mantgeorges, withMctBeunHamtifmzni 
Tiez^c^ and the Dragoons oiHam^ty 
who threw themfelves into A^ftibts^ in 
order to fall upon the Flank of the £- 
nemy, and difturb them in their Retreat; 
Count Medavi came to the Place of 
Rendezvouz which the Marflial had ap« 
pointed^ that they might puribe the£« 
nemy together j but they marching 
Night and Day^ the thing was no way 
pradicable. Meifieurs Dillm and Goes* 
^miMl followed the Marlhal, with the 
reft of the Troops that were in the lof^ 
trenchments. The Peafants were every 
where up in Arms^ and very couragious^ 
infomuch that they cut off a great many 
of the Enemy. 

^ It ought to be taken notice of that the 
Enemies made their Retreat with incre^ 
dible Diligence^ marching farther in one 
Day than they had done in two at their 
coming to Thoulon, and that they took 
all neceffary meafures for this end, whilft 
the Army under Marflial Teffe was in 
want of many things, which could not 
be avoided in their Circumftances^ and 
the Officers of the Grenadiers were on 
Foot, their Horfes not arriving till afca: 
tbc Departure of the Troops^ upon J 
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^ March wluch could admit of no De^. 

ilay. 

' While thefe things were a doing, the 
^Chevalier JU Mane was ^t Dragnignan, 
' with a (mail Detachment of Dragoons^ 
^ and fome of the Militia of Upper Pr0- 
^ viMce which he commanded* He di- 
^ ftinguifh'd himielfthere^ and made alarge 

* Body of the Enemy redf e^ which came 
I to attack him. 

Tbefoll(ming Narrativtis a emtifmance of tie 
Letter from the General Officer } fart of 
Tvbicb we gave you before, and can t choofe 
hut he very diverting^ fince it centains a 
Jhortj hut exa& Account of the March of the 
Allies as far as the Var. 

^ T Have informed you already, that the 

* X Scarcity of Provifions had oblig'd

* perceive that the farther wc went i 
^ Toukn^ the more difficult it was ft 
^ to fubrii^^ and that our March was 

* drcd for want of mceffaries. To 
' thefe Reafons I ihall add one ti 
' not lefs material ; which is . the \ 
^ caution the Enemies took to 1 
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Mlane at Dragulgmn^ who had thrown 
himfelf in there with 50 Dragoons^ yet 
the Enemy perceiving us at tbtir Heeh, 
dared not ftop to compel the City to pay 
the Contributions they demanded. The 
fame thing hapned at la Grace; Mar- 
/hall Teffi when be came to Dragaignan 
ordered the Regiments of Dragoons of 
Filgagnoffy and Firmacan to be refrefhed 
there^ and to March forthwith^ under 
the command of the Marquis ot Sailfy^ 
and the Prince of Rohecq^ for la Grace, 
where the Enemy were to incamp. They 
were joined at the Bridge oiTourncn^ by 
a Detachment of 400 Horfe^ under Mr; 
CourfaJe, where they refted^ having 
marched 8 or 9 Provence Leagues that day. 
They received Advice that Night from 
the Inhabitants of la Grace ^ that the Enemy 
were at their Gates and demanded Con- 
tribution, They fet forward by break of 
day, and-arrived at one fide of la Grace, 
while the Enemies on the other fide were 
preparing to force the Town upon refa- 
fal to pay Contribution, but the Situati- 
on of the place^ and the Ground hindred 
us from coming at the Enemy any other 
way than by marching thro' the Town. 
The latter feeing when our Troops arri* 
ved, had time to retire and join their 
main Army, which they did with much 
Precipitation and without accompliihing 
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their de/ign. Marflial Tejfe arrired the 
fame day at la Grace from Dr^uipfap, 
with the reft of his Forces ; the Enemies 
on their part continued their March and 
incamped at S.Lamrenct upon the Banks of 
the Var, they evacuated in their way the 
Poft of S. 'Pad^ and the fame Night the 
Van of their Army began to pafs the T^r* 
The next Morning by break of day wt 
marched from la Grace to Cagnt ; th& 
foremoft of our Dragoons found the 
Guards of the Enemy's Cavalry there,. 
whom they obliged to retire, out they 
being fupported oy a large bcray among 
the Qlvvt Trees by the Sea fide ; Marefliat 
Teffe thoQghtit not proper to enter upon 
any A&ion, till the reft of the Dragoons 
and Grenadiers could come up, which 
was fo late, that they could think of no- 
thing but incamping, there not being 
day enough left to engage rhe finemy. 
We knew that all the Enemys Army had 
paiTed the Vary except the Rear-Guard, 
which confiftedof a loooo Men, com- 
manded by the Duke of Savoj himfelf. 
All our fmall Army together amounted 
not to above 7000 Men, for the Bata- 
lions had not yet joined them. Howe- 
ver this fmall body of Troops taking 
Courage, and Mules being brought all 
Night from Aiuibes and the Country 
round, they matched towards the Eoe- 
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my by break of Day in hopes to fall up- 
on their Rear-Guard as they palTed the 
Var I but they found them on the other 
fide and the Bridges broken down. They 
were informed at S. Laurena that at one 
a Clock in the Morning the Duke of 
Savoy, had caufed his Rear-Guard to pafs 
the Var with fo great Precipitation^ that 
part of the Troops and all their Equi- 
pages marched through the Water^ and 
that the Duke himfelf^ who had taken 
the Precaution to fet a firid Guard up« 
on the Inhabitants o£ S.. Laurence^ left a- 
ny of them fliouldgive us Advice of their 
Motions^ had himfelf palfed the Far at 
midnight^ and caufed the Bridges to be 
cut down in bis Prefence. The Enemies 
being oa the other fide the Vary and 
the Bridges cut down, there was no 
thinking of following them any further^ 
nor was there any occafion for it, for 
they retired with the fame diligence out 
of the Country ofNke. J^/#ce fubmittedja- 
gain to the King, and a Garrifon of three 
^ Swifs Batallionsci Ctf^J^fwas fent thither. • 
Altho*^ this Narrative be compleat in^ 
what the Officer who wrote it defign? 
ed to give an account of^ yet many par- 
ticulars may be ac^d to it^ which he did 
not think proper to enter upon, that he 
might not interrupt the Series of the Adi- 
ons he determined to relate^ and being 
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to make ihem lofe the IiSea ofia I 
endeavoured to exprefs in a fe\ 
and which was fufficient to take 
Thoughts. So that this Narraiire 
prevent me from entring upon 
Particulars, many of which yoo ^ 
and very curious ones in the fi 
Parrof this Treatife. 

The Bifhop ofFrejtis who had 
place and was gone for ^m, at i 
the Dake of Savo^ went from FVej 
March towards Toulon, underftant 
thisPrince^ after the breaking u| 
Siege, was to return by Frejui, ai 
defirous upon- f^rerat Accounts to 

it the* timf. nfhU nafltnc+nr it arr 
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they wduld have done, and prevented the 
bumtng^of ieveral neighbouring Villages. 
This party entred the City two Hours af- 
ter the Enemy had left k, and were re- 
ceived there with Great Acclamations^ all 
the People crying out Vive U Roy. 

While the Enemies were marching 
through Vr4/uence to regain the VaVy the 
City of /^ Grace gave repeated Inftances of 
their ^eal and Fidelity. *Twas invefted 
by 600 Horfe, whilft 2000 Men, difpers'd 
round about theCountry^committed great 
Ravages there,and burnt the Houfes. The 
Officer that commanded the 600 Horfe, 
demanded the Barrier of one of the Gates 
to be furrender'd to him. A Conful and 
A, certain Gentleman, little vers'd in Mili- 
tary Affairs, thought themfelves oblig'd to 
.deliver up this Barrier ; and the Condi« 
tion they were in had fo difturb'd them, 
and diforde^ed their Minds, that they 
asked no bodies Advice. The People un- 
derftanding what had psifftdyfeemed to be in 
Deffair, and railed at thofe Perfons who 
had been fo imprudent as to deliver up 
this Barrier. The Major of the Regi- 
ment of Cambrefisy who was in the Cityj 
inveighed extreamly againft the Perfons, 
who, through Fear, had aded quite con- 
trary to their Duty, without confidering 
the Confequences oifucb a Sutmijftoni and 
to prevent, the Enemies from gee ting wT 
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Advantage by it, they prefcntly began to 
throw up Entrenchments in the Streers^ 
where they were refolv'd to defend them- 
(elves to the laft Extremity, in cafe the 
Enemies /hould attempt to force the Gate 
of the City, fmce they had made them- 
felves Mafters of the Barrier. This hap* 
pen'd upon the 28th of Augufi^ and tbey 
continued in Arms all that Night ; and 
the Refolution to make an obiUnate De- ' 
fence^ was fo general, that even the Wo- 
men had determined to engage in de/end- 
ing the Place, in cafe of an Attack. They 
continued in this Pofture till 2 a Clock in 
the Afternoon the next Day, when M. 
Sailly arriving with a confiderable De- 
tachment, obliged the Enemies to retire 
with great Diforder and Precipitation. 

The People in other parts of Pr^me, 
afted with no lefs Vigour, where-ever 
they had Opportunity to fignah'ze their 
Loyalty and Valour , and fome of the 
Duke o£ Savoy's Troops engaging tbefe 
faithful and zealous Subject, were fo 
briskly attacked by them, that they kil- 
led feveral of their Horfe, and had the 
good Fortune to carry off a Standard^ 
which they carried to Marfhal Tejfe^ who, 
after he had promis'd to give the King an 
account of this A^on, and what they 
Jbad all along done (ot YvVs^nvc;^^ ^^(i^i 

wife, that he wou\A fetv^ ^V4 ^xwA«^ 

iaMajcfty; ^' 
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Although the sreat Number of parti« 
cular Accounts of what the Enemies did^ 
during their Stay in^ Provence^ and one 
general Narrative of their Retreat, as far 
as the Far, may feem to have compleated 
this Wotk^ that nothing farther can rea* 
fonably be defired cpncerning this unfor- 
tunate Enterprize of the Duke of Savoy, 
and the LofTes fuftained by the Allies this 
^^Gampaign ; you will fee however, by the 
iollowing Account, (abundance of very 
nice Particulars, which, for the Reafons 
before-mention'd, could not fall within 
^the Compafs of the Narrative, that be- 
gins at the Decampment of the Duke of 
Save/ upon his Return, and reaches to his 
Arrival at the Far. 

The firft Halt which the Duke oi Savoy 
made after his Decampment, was at Fre^ 
jus, where this Prince arrived the 2;th, 
having march'd all along with incredible 
Expedition. He was fo fatigu d with his 
hafty March, and his Troops were fo 
tired^ that 'twas impoffiUe for him to 
continue it, without refting a Day ; fo 
' that he did not leave Frejus till the 27th, 
from which he marched to the Wood ox 
Lefirel^ 

'Tis to be obferv'd, that 'twas eaficr 
for him to paG through this Wood than 

Peoigle 
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People imagined, for feveral evident Rea-^ 
fons. In thefrfi flace^ the Troops that virert 
coming ap with M ar/bal Ttjffiy were as yet 
at a great diftance j befldes^ they were (b 
fatigu'd^ tliat t|iey were not in a Condi- 
tion to enter upon A.Aion, provided they 
coald ha\re reach'd the Duke of S$voj^j 
and they did not confift of above 700a 
Men. the other Forces that took differem 
Roaas, not having joined . the Marlhal. 
We may add to thefe Reafons^ that the 
Army under the Duke of Savor had been 
reinforced^ in order to pa(s tnrough the 
Wood of ifj?rrf, with 6000 Men, which 
this Prince had caus'd to come from the 
Far, commanded by General Regal'; (0 
that the Army of the Allies was onlyhar- 
rafs'd in paffiog through this Wood, by y 
or <Soo PeafantSj who had taken up Arms 
and continued to moleft them, and made 
fome Slaughter among them* But the 
Enemies killed twenty of them, and took 
fome others, whom they afterwards re- 
leafed again, caufing Notice to be given 
at the fame time through the Country, 
that unlefs thefe Teafants withdrew cbem- 
feives, they would deftroy all before them 
with Fire and Sword. So the Enemies 
having got through the Woods^ which 
coft them fo much Trouble, they arrived 
at the CaAp of SUne, NvVvti^ \Vv^^ Vvad en- 
camped before At tVi^it ^ta\\ti% Vcwxs^ 

\ 
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travence^ afid fixed their general Quarters 
at Cdgnes. 

We can't fay too mucfa^ as to what was 
done by the Inhabitants of the fmall 
Town ofAuribeau^ in the Diocefe of La 
Grace^ to fignalize their Zeal and Fideli« 
ty^ boeh at the time the Allies entred 
Frwtnet^ and at their Return. At their 
coming in^ they followed them near 4 
Leagues^ conftantly croffing the Woods, 
where they killed upwards of 200 Men^ 
who were dijn;>erfed here and there to 
plunder { and at their Return^ having 
chofen a Leader^ they went before to 
feize their Sewts^ but .oeing over-power'd 
by a great Number, were obliged to re- 
tire into their Town, which was advan* 
tagioufly fituated upon a Hill. They 
were prefently furrounded on ail parts by 
abov? 3000 Men, who approached their 
Walls; whereupon the Vicar of the 
Place, who had formerly been fervice- 
able. aiTerabling all the Inhabitants, ex-- 
cited them again, rather a thoufand times 
to lofe their Lives, than to open their 
Gates ; rcprefenting it as their Duty, a- 
bove all things^ to preferve and defend 
their Church, not being ignorant what 
Profanations had been committed by the 
Enemies in all Places through which they 
had pafs'd j and befidcs that, if they found 
the Spoil of their Comrades^ wVvvc\\ tV\^^ 
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had Ixy them in great quantity^ they muft 
exped no quarter. So they faftned up 
their Gates^ and diichargea their Fufees 
upon thofe who fummoned them to open 
the Gates. The xeft of the .3000 Men 
made fome Movements to approach the 
Town; but the Situation ot the Place 
putting them out of all hopes of Sucoefii 
the Troops .march'd down again^ fending 
word to the Inhabitants^ that they ought 
to efcape for their. Bravery. Who anfwer- 
ed them^ that if they were double the 
number they could not take the Piace^ 
and that they ihould pay dear for any At« 
tempt they made. So the Enemies w^nr 
off, which however they could not do 
without having upwards of 100 Men^ ei« 
ther killed or wounded^ and ij. takea 
Prifoners^ the Inhabitants coming oat up- 
on them. 

The Duke of Sawj and Prince Eugm 
defigning to reward fome Regiments both 
of Cavalry and Infantry ,at their abandon- 
ing la Grace, fent thofe Regiments thicher, 
which amounted to above 6000 Men. 
They found the Gates fhut at their Arri- 
val^ and the Inhabitants in Arms^ awini 
the Ramparts^ and refolved to defend 
themfelveS) knowing the Outrages com- 
mitted by thefe Troops in all places where 
,thcy came. Some O^cets ^^.^roached^ to 
My if- they could ptcvaSivi^^Vi xJaswvVi Siv\ 
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kieans^ to open the Gates. One of them 
gave them three Piftoles^ to fend him out 
lome Gloves, and Liquors ; but not being 
able to periWade them to open the Gate% 
they put themfelvesinto apofture to form 
fLti Attack, The City having no other 
Fortifications but one bare Wall; 0« 
vertures* were made for fome new Con- 
tributions to pjreferve themfelves from bet- 
ing attacked ; and they dcHred an account 
of their Demands^ adding withal^ that as 
to their coming into the Oty^ the Men. 
Women^ and the verv Children, would 
rather lofe a Thoufana Lives, if they had 
them^ than agree to it. Their Anfwet 
was this;

However, they daily approached the 
Walls, and the Inhabitants did not dare 
to fire upon them, becaufe the Deputies 
of the CitY^ho were gone to carry the 
firft Contrioations,* having been detained^ 
were not yet returned. But fee how P^ro- 
vidence order'd the matter, which never 
fails them that truft jn it. M. Raquemau 
XTommiffary of War, at his departure from 
Antibes^ halving been at Aix to get Mony to 
pay the Garrifon, was to convey 12000 
Livresfrom thence^ but the High Road not 

being paffable> he went o\^it^\v^^^^^^ 
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taiflSj and as he loft much time^ going 
about^ fo neither did he know how Mzt^ 
ters went^ which obliged him whoi he 
came within two'Leagaes of UHracCj to 
fend a Peafant thither, to enquire or the 
Confuls whether he might be tecare there. 
The Peafant who 4irrived at the time that 
the Enemies were there/ was iaunediardy 
f ent back widx this Anfwer. 

• There is no Security for yon here, fat 
* we have between 6 and 700o Men 
' round our Walls, who are endeaYOUxing 
r to plunder us. 

This Peafant was met by four DragooASi 
belonging to a Detachment commanded 
hy M. de Sallly^ which kept aUng with the 
Enemy ; for he was fo weary th^ he hid 
been forced to reft himfelf at the Bridge 
of Tourmny a League and a half from k 
Grace ; being brought before M. Saitj^ be 
prefently fhewed him the Lel|pr that had 
been given him, which was unfealed. 
M. Saillf underftanding what had pafTed, 
order'd his Troops to mount prefently, 
and marched to the Relief of la Grace i 
and fome Peafants who were upon the 
Hills, perceiving the Duft at a diftanccj 
went: to know the meaning of it } they 
. perceived * the wVute !!&2A?,^S) 9tx\^ \^<\xt^ 
'^Qwards the City ,fiuns oR feN^iv'Eu^w. 
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ds a Signal to thofe who were upoir the 
Steeples, who had likewife taken notice 
of the Duft. The Encftnics prefently 
prehended it^ and tho they had aire; 
made a Breach in the Wall, the Sighalj 
which were given them obliged them to 
retire with fo great Precipitation, that 
fome of them left their Arms behind 
them i and the Officers loft their Money 
which they had given for Gloves and Li-i 
quors. So M. Sailfy enter'd the City a- 
midft the Shoutings of the People, and 
their Acclamations of yjve U Roy^ There 
were found between Ja Grace and the 
Foot ef the Hill upon which 'tis bailt^ a- 
bove 400 Horfe Shoes : fo great was thtt 
Precipitation of their Retreats Andthqs 
was the City Ja Grace ^ one of the richeif 
in all Trovence^ by meer Chance preferv'd 
from being plundered. '* 

Whilfl thefe things were tranfaahi^ 
the Duke of Savof began to file off front 
the Camp at Siane^ to that at Biot and thts 
yifr. He marched from his Head Qnar^ 
ters at Cannes in the Night, that he mi^ 
gain the High Road^ not being able tado 
it in the Day, by reafon of the Meafares 
taken by M.de la Jl^otte^ who commanded 
in the fie of St. Margare^^ to diiputit ^he 
Paflage with the JUli^and who had pofted 
ei£[ht Boats fitted with Carabineers^ amonj^ 
whomalfb then^ wereibme Folilecrs: with* 
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ki Pifbl fhot of the Land^ fupporced b; 
the Artillery of the Place. The Enemies 
notwithftanding could not file off in the 
Night with fuch Expedition^ but that 
fome of the Brigades were ftill in the De- 
files at five a Clock in the M orning^ who 
were (hot at and flopped by the Fire from 
the Boats^ fo that they were forced to be- 
take thexnfelves to the Mountains, a/ret 
they had loft upwards of loo Men. They 
were feen to fall down one upon anothec 
on the Hills^ every Officer leading bis 
Horfe after him. This Diforder induced 
the Troops that were in the Boats to come 
afhore, to feize upon fome Equipage 
which had £aUen into the Ditches i and 
this they took out^ with i f Men^ whom 
they carried into the lile. Thirty Squa- 
drons which made up the Enemies Rear*^ 
guards endeavoured to pafs, but were for* 
ced to return, and crofs the inacceflible 
way of Vallorjj which prevented their Ar- 
rival in the Camp of Biot at the time ap- 
pointed. At Biot they pillaged the Ghe- 
valier Je Bives and plunder'd his Houfe. 
He' defired to fee the Generals^ being 
known to fome of them^ but they would 
not fufier him. 

Upon the z^tbofjl^fi, Marflul Ttjji 
arrived at la Grace, witn all the Grcna- 
Jiers arid Caiabine^ts of the Army^ whilft 
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throw hinrfelf into Antihes with tfie "Dr a^ 
goons of Bauteforty marched from thenfce 
in Conjundion with fome Troops com- 
manded by the Marquis of Caj/lus, and 
joined the Marjhal with his Body of Forced 
upon the ^otb in the Morning. But all 
thefe Troops were not fufficien^to attack 
the Enemy, the inequality of the Num- 
ber was lb great The Duke of Sa'uoj^ 
made the Rear'-Guard, and 66 Squadrons 
continued drawn up in order of Battel all 
the jo/i&and ^ifi, while their whole in- 
faritry paffed the Var without any Mole- 
ftation^tho Marihal Teffi could fcarce keep 
back his Troopi^^ which obliged him to 
a(5t with Difcretion, and not approach fo 
near as he had done, that he might fave 
the Lives of a great numberof honeftMtir, 
who fos certain could never have been 
withheld, but would upon this occafion 
have engaged the Envies Army to no 
purpofe, (ince the grcateft part of ours^ 
was more than 8 Leagues oiF. This is a 
faithful Account of all that paffed, and 
they who read it, would have been con^ 
yinced of it, had they been prefent. 

The Duke of Savoy arrived at the Camp 
of Nice the 3 1^, from whence hd depart- 
ed the RiA 01 September^ without plunder- 
ing die City, ' as 'twas reported he would. 
He had put two Battalions of Fufileers in^ 
to ir, wliichwerc drawa oat again upon 



his Remmii Count Mmtgei^gH eotred 
chat Place the id, with the trench Forcei^ 
and took PoiTeffion of all theCountry^ 
where he now commands^ 

While the Enemies were paffing ihe 
Vsr. their Soldiers continued to defert| 
and upwards of 200 Men fled to Antibes^ 
and into the Ille of St. Margaret. They 
loft befides z^o Men by a very odd Ac- 
cident. They were in a large Bark^ and 
believing the Duke of Sa'uoy to be fiillin 
Trovencti the Bark landed at NUiy where 
the Men were feized^ as alfo 400 Fafees 
that were in the Boat.. The Enemies 
having repaffed the Var^ Count MUmi 
ftaid for fome time at Dragusgnam with the 
Cavalry and part of the Infantry ^Maribal 
Tefe at la Grace with the Grenadiets, M. 
J)ilkn prepared to march with 3 Brigades 
towards the Valley of Barcelonen^, and 
A£ Qoeshriant had^ Brigades^ wludi made 
in all 22 Battalions. 

I muft not forget that the Duke of&H 
wy^ after he had paiTed the Var^ and found 
himfelf ina condition to take Breath, hav- 
ing for feveral Days given himfelf no reft, 
hut continued in conftant Afotion^ imder 
the Apprehenfion of the Difficulties Ml 
Army would meet with in this Paflage ; 
This Prince. I fay, when he was got on 
the other fide tVietLriet. V^o^gaxv toQacken 



Qadertook this Eiiterpris^. upontht ^^ 
cellig^nce he had received^ and beKetciEt 
that the Inhabitants of the CevemavvouH 
make a great Direrfion in his Favour;: 
which would much contribute to dsm^ 
the Spirits of the Inhabitants, of frovincfj^ 
and embarafs the Fre»ci&^ who would be 
forced to divide their Troopi . Re held a 
Correfpondence with M. GtixoUs^ a ilibr^ 
chant of Nurits^ before-mentioned^ uponr 
whom feveral Letters were founds wliich 
difcover'd the Treachery^ and among; the 
reft, there was one from the Dofce ^Sa-^ 
voy^ who informed him that he fhould be 
before Thoulon by the izd of July, that he 
ought to take his ilieafures accordingly^ 
and endeavour to keep his Piomife. The 
Death of this Aferchant^ who was broke 
upon the Wheels entirely put a ftop to this . 
Negotiation^ which was to have caufed- a 
new Infurreiflion amoiig the Civefmeii a$ 
likewife the Packs ,filled with Arnis^ 
which were taken at ,th^ Fair oP^BcaH"

Afarch towards his own Coun^ry^ there 
was great Joy at Tbbulm and the Piaoes a? 
bout it, and the Diligence usM.^o ;Fepaif 
many things which h^d been damaged by 
the Cannons and Bombs was increifiBle, 
Curiofity brought People from all th^ 
Neighbouring Pares td Tlfouhtt^ to congra**. 
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liKewile the cjunoiity to go to lee j 
and the Duke of Savc/'s Campj pre 
after the retreat of the Allies.

id the Camp, and 4 Envoys^ viz,, the 
Emperor's, one from England^ one from- 
Hollimd and one from the Arch Duh. 
They had all their lodging at Ja f^alitte, 
as alio M. Je Fantana^ Intehdant of the 
Army : Thefe Princes mounted a Horfe- 
back once a Day, both Morning and Ai^ 
ternoon,to make their Obfervations from 
the Hills and over look the Workmen. 
One or two of them commonly com- 
manded the Forces every Day. The 
reft of the Day they fpent at Piay and- 
other DiverfionSk Many of them went 
frequently to Converfe with the moiV- 
confiderable Peribns of the Place, aiTur--* 
ing them that the Duke ofSav^ defign- 
ed to make himfelf Mafter of Toulon and 
afterwards toMsLVch toMarfeilles and Aix^ 
where he was to receive a Reinforce- 
ment of 1 0000 Men, After which he 
was to March to Liens ;, this Prince ima^ 
giningthat Tonlm was unprovided of e- 
very thing and that he could take it in 8 
^Days. He was furprized when he law 
' fo great a Fire and that it continued. 
However h& was ftill per£uvaded that h& 
Ihould make himfelf Mafter of it. And 
the^ taking S. Catberinet Hill, whicli^ 
was done foon after his Arrival, con* 
firmed him in this Opinion, and f^reac 



relbiciiig were made upon it. Some^ 
rime after the Marqueft i^Ssleswas Idll- 
ed at S.Catbinrim near tke Ditke s Perfon. 
His Heart was embalmed and lus^ Body 
interred at U Vaktte. We had likewite 
the following account from them^ The' 
Prince of HeJJi Caffel was not wounded 
as Deferters reported* Sermons were 
preached 4it his ^farters for thofe of bis 
Religion ; the Duke ofSswr went fe?e- 
ral rimes to Mafs at the ParimChurch and 
to tlie Minims, and received the Sacra- 
ment almoft every day. This Prince 
bad a very Fine Retinue, and Noble 
Stables, his Table confifted of z8 Courfe^ 
and nicely ferved up ; the other Princes 
had not luch Varieties. 
^ The attacking S. Catherines Hill upon 
the I $tb of Augtifi by the DireAions of 
Marfiial TejUe^ put all the Enemies Axmy 
into Diforder. The Duke of Savoy and 
the other Princes thought their Bnter- 
prife fpoiled. The Princes ofSaKGetba 
and iVtrtemberg commanded that day. 
The Death ofthe former increafed the 
Confternarion of the Enemies^ and the 
four Envoys immediately fcnt away their 
Baggage. If we had been in a Condiricn 
at that time to have detached 6000 Men 
behind the Mountain by the Volley of 
Ardimes and Ktvtit^ which Border upon 
laVaUtte^ the Duk^ o^Sawj^ x\A^fvTkWw 



^ni EAfbys had been all furrotatided 
there and taken Prifoners, witbottt . be^ 
ing able to make any Refiftance. The 
Duke, of Sawy, who bad all along believ- 
ed he ihould t^e Tbmlm, from that tine 
began to defpair of it^ and to think of 
nothing bDt a Retreat. After chat he in« 
trenched himfelf^ and flepc only in an 
Armed Chair and in his Cloaths^ till the 
time of his departure; he caufed his 
Baggage to retire^ which was two Days a 
filing ofF; and Orders were fent to the 
ieveral Polls where his Troops lay to 
ioin the Army upon its Decampment. 
The R.ear Guards commanded oy the 
Prince ofHtffe decamped the 21 at Night* 
the Body of the Prince of Sax Gotba was 
embalm'd and fent on Board the Fleet^ 
and hir Intrails interred at la Falette, 
together with two German Colonels kil« 
led in the fame Attack. The dead Bo- 
dies were left unbaried. And they owned 
that they loft upwards c^ 1200 Men that 
day ;. a great part of which I my felf 
&w upon the Place. 
^ TheBombardment ofTboidm ferv'd on« 
ly to conceal their Decampment j and 
twas managed by a part of the Forces 
on Board the Ships, who afterwards 
landed again under the Fort of St. Mar^ 
garet • Cavalier chief of the Camhcars 

commands the Hujfars^ and the noted 
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Miiffmi Je Smlitrf^ is with him. Xbr 
City oiHwts fufferd no Dam^^ and 
and paid but 70000 Livers Contribu- 
tion. There was only a Gairifon of 
1 50 Engl^ in this City^ and a Piefent 
of 100 Leuulors wasmade to the Com- 
mander, and 40 to the Major which 
protefted them from being plundered. 
The Salt was not all carried away as 
was faid> and there is a Company which' 
guards the Salt*pits. La Vaktte was 
plunder'd at the Departure of the Ar* 
my^ all its Baftides, as well as thofe a- 
bout Thoukn^ are ruined, and the Vines* 
fpoird of their Grapes^ They are en- 
deavouringj at fhoulou, to weigh up the 
Kings Ships^ and a great Number of 
Workmen are fent thither to repair the 
City. Befides the Villages of Mtt;, To- 
get and RMuebrimt^. which the Duke of 
S0voy cauied to be burnt in hb Marcb^ 
we are informed^ that fome of the 
Houfes of Cannes have had theiame 
Fate^ as alfo the Bafiides ; and that not 
being fatisfied with this^ he ordered all 
Straw to be fpread abroad in the Vine- 
yards, and Fire put to it. This Prince* 
enter'd Province like a Lamb^ and went 
out of it like a Lyon.

Another Perfbn who was at/ La Valtttc- 
about the fame time, was informed^ that 
between the Duke of Savoys Arrival andl 
the Adion, upon the i jth of^ugufi, they 
were itery merry there j that the Prince 
of Wirternberg had brought with him 1 2 
Hautboys, Boflbons^^ and other Mulici- 
ans, who were maintained by him^ af)d 
wore his Liveries ; and that he had hwn 
often heard to fay, that he hoped Hiortly 
CO give the, Ladies at ThouUn a Ball with 
thefe Inftruments^j but that from the time 
the Duke of Savi^ hcsan to fore/ee that 
his Enterprize would mifcarry, and the 
Fear of being attacked in his Camp had 
obliged him to pafs whole Nights in an 
Armed Ghair^ thefe Hautboys were never 
afterwards heard. And according to all 
Appearance, while the former were ta- 
king their Meafures to return into Ifafy^ 
thefe latter were contriving how to get ta 
the> Court o( France^ For 7 of them play- 
ed before the whole Court at Fountain^ 
hkoHy before the King left that Place to 
return to Verfailes, who faid, that their 
Comrades could not follow them fo far as 
Founiain-hUan^ being left behind Sigk^ up- 
on their entriog into Framt^ 



After all had been qaiet at TMm for 
about I o or 12 Days^ and they begu to 
rettp the Pleafureof thehr Tranquil&yj 
which is always very gratefkl^ after a 
great Galamicy ; their Repofe was ag^ 
fomewhat interrupted by the following 
Newsj which came in a Letter from Adat' 
feiHes. 

* We thought our felves yefterday en- 
tirely delivered^ when about 7 a Clock 
in the* Evening, a Courier arrived here 
from TboulcHy to inform us^ that the 
Enemies Fleet appeared there^ and that 
40 Sail had been already difcovered off 
Cape Septt^ faffing by the Ifle of Parque- 
tqIUs^ which makes us fear, left xhty 
return again upon the Coaft of Frovencc. 
We are apprehenfive of their having 
Forces Aboard^ thofe which were at 
Thmhn being ail drawn off, except the 
2 Battalions from Flanders , and none 
left upon the Coaft. We have fent to 
afiemble the Militia from all parts, lis 
reported^ that* four Sail have appeared 
before Cronfat, {o that ^e believe they 
! will like wife vifit us.

The Alarm lafted but a little while ; fo 
thatT^M^A^ began to have a fecond breath- 
ing dme^and now the^ talked of gathering 
ih^r Grapes i *thougVi a {^^ T^«^^\>^\c^Tt;) 
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thejrdidflSt believe that MY Viiaes kid 
been left about the City» from whence 
they could gather fo mudi as one Grapei. 
But their Fear was greater than the Da^ 
naage i for there were federal Vineyardi 
left entire; if we may give Credit to jtbe 
following Lecten 

' Th% Enemies^ at their decamping; 
burnt fomeHoufes; but the greatdft 
part of thofe who have Vineyards about 
Tieukn^ find fome Grapes to gatherj- a 
great many Vines being founds upon 
viewing thcm^ well flored with Qrapetf 
The Enemies perhaps fpared thofe Vines 
till the Grapes fbould be ripe ; fo that 
'twas upon their own account they took 
care to preienre them ; but the Precipi« 
tatson they were obliged to retire sfs, 
would not fuffer them to gathex tfad 
Grapes, nor damage ^ Vines. 

Mr. ^fMi^ the Span^ Conful stlloiH 
&•, chofe thiS'time of PnbHck Rejoicing, 
when they found tfaemfeWes entirely free 
from any f iirrher Apptehenfion of the & 
nemies, to give Publick Demonftrationt 
of jfby3 for the Birth of the Prince of 
Afiurias^ and the Entertainments which 
he made on this Occaiion, lafted 3 Days; 
The Rre-works^ which were extraordina- 
ry fiaej were adapted to the Occafion | 

^tldL 
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itti upon all the Fronts of them^ thete^ , 
were leveral Standards, with the Arms of < 
Sfsin ; and all Night long the Trumpets, 
rifes and Drums plaid. M. Arnauts 
Houfe was all over illuminated ; and m 
ihe middle of the Front, there was pla- 
ced a magnificent Trophy of Armsj ani 
four great Gryftal Lanterns, upon which 
were feen the Arms of Spain, appearfng 
at a great Diftance, by reafon ot die Re- 
flei^ion from the Gold and the Lights. 
After the Fire- works were over, a great 
Supper was prepared, and a fine Ball, to 
which all Peribns of Note at TJMm were 
invited; 

: While thefe Rejoicings were made for 
the Birth of a Prince, attended with fuch 
happy Circumftances, there muft needs 
be a univerial Joy among the Marine Of- 
ficers at Thouhff, upon the. account of 
what concerned them in particular, in 
contributing fo much to the Prefervation 
of this important Place, ' a thing which 
had never been feen before, and pecbapa 
may never in any Age be.feea agaio^ ha* 
ving happened among them; 240 CMr 
cers of their Body being nominated to de- 
fend different Pofts, during the Siege, 
and to be employed as General Officen, 
(Solonels, Captains, and Subalterns,-, ac- 
cording to their Ranks aboard the Ships / 
wbob^Ying aU ac<snsM& \V^\s&X^«ir^ 
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ihdr fe^eraLStations with great Bravery^ 
there is no fear of giving too great Com* 
mendations to this Body^ which has at all 
times appealed well qualified for what« 
ever Service it has been put upon. 

The Behaviour of the Gunners^ upon 
this Occafion^ furpalTes all Imagination^ 
and although a great Number was requi- 
red to attend po Cannons^ both by Land 
and Sea^ yet they appeared like fo many 
Perfons pick*d out tor the Defence of 
TboHlon. In fo much that the King, defi« 
rous to /hew how well he was latisfied 
withthem^ fentfeveral Gold Medals to 
the chief of thefe Gunners^ before the 
Siege was raifed. t ihQ{il4 never have 
done^ if I undertook, to ipeafc of all that 
was performed by 3000 Men of the Ma-^ 
rine £qui^e« who befiirred themfelvesi 
with incredible Zieal^ Activity and Dili-v 
gence. So that in a word^ the Marines 
are a very ufeful Body^ capable of doing 
great Service upon all Occafions. 

As for the ShipSj which the Marquis of 
Ijmprm had taken care to fill their Holds 
with IWater^ to prevent their being da- 
snaged by the Bombs^ though 7 or 8 of 
the largeft of them have been fomewhat 
battered by the uneven Bottom of the 
pock^ yet they did not prevent cheir be^ 
ing fiill weighed- up again, as the Wates 
was pumped oiit of them. S0 that the

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Event Ihcws this Precaudon of paetbg 
Water into them^ to have been the EffeA 
cFthe Prudence, Sidll and Experience of 
thofe that order d it; who^ by this means 
have^ for a fmall Charge^ preferved the. 
King s Ships* 

All the Cities of TrevencCj and even 
Places of the leaft Confiderarion^ having 
{hewn much forvvardnefs to difeover their 
Fidelity and earneft 2>^al for the Service 
of the King, on the Approach of the 
Unkc of Savoy ^ I can't but mention the 
City ofjirhf, as I have done feveral o- 
chers ; this City having no le(s fignaliz'd 
it felf^ at a jun6kure^ wfaiefrput all Pr^ 
"uence upon the Tryal of its Lo^altfj than 
any of thofe already fpoken of. 

The Duke of Savty having puffed the 
Var^ Count Bezons went prefintly to Arlesf 
where, he took it vieiir of all ittRam* 
parts^ obferved its Outworks^ anddiligent* 
ly remarked what Places were firong and 
what weat; for 'twas never looked upon 
as a place of ftrength^ tho* it be one of 
che moft ancient Cities in the World. The 
Rampart is ancient and. the PTals entire^ 
for the moft part well terralTedj Jlmied. 
with TowerSj^ fome good and others badj 
and incompafled^ about tvith a Foflebray^ 
which goes round tte Ranipart, The 
Gonne iUBmm^ aftct he. had (utveY*<i i^ la 
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all "Pares^ ieft an Account with Meffieon 

Mmtfart^ TiKii, Riciard and Teiras, the 
four 0>iifiils of this City^ of the Repairs 
neceflary to he made in thofe large WaHi^ 
at the Foot ofwhich runs the River JRiaJkii 
about a third part of the length of theCity 
all along the River fide without the Walls 
there is a Key Built ; in the middle of the 
Key there is a Bridge of Boats/^b happily 
fituated that it is fecure againft all Winds^ 
which are -oftentimes very violent in this 
Country. The Inhabitanb were no fo(m* 
er informed of the Intentions of Count 
Bex^msi lieut. General <^ the Kings Forces 
and Commander upon the Rhefne^ but 
they were all forward to execute the Ot^^ 
ders he bad left them at his Departure ; 
and in le& dum a fortnight the Rampart 
was repaired^ fome of the Gates Ihut up^ 
and others fortified by Works» capable to 
endure a cmfiderabU Jittack^ which was all 
that could be expedied from a City una- 
ble to hold out againft a Formal Sieee. 
TheCare aadVigUanceof the Confiils did 
not ftop here^ who after they bad ufed 
their utmoft diligence to get together all 
the Arms they could find, both within and 
without the Ciqp^ could procure no more 
than what were fufficient to Arm upwards 
of 200 Men. There were notwithftanding 
a great many more in the place; but the 
XSentry and Citizens too, cVvofe \^^^^ v^ 
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keep dieic Fufees, than part with tbenit 
chat chey might Mount the Ramparts them- 
felvesi in cafe chey (hould be forced to 
ftaud upon their Defence. And Coimt 
Bezms having in a very particular manner 
recommend it to ihe Coufuls to provide 
chemfelves with Arms^ they fent by Port 
to Lions, from whence in 8 Days time 
were brought them 1 5^00 Fufees^ which 
their Deputies had bought there. The 
Inhabitants were fo very eager to have 
them, that they were ready to take them 
ty Force^ which ihewed how well they 
were difpofed for their Duty. 

While thefe Arms were coming from 
Lionsj the Confuls were bu/ied in choo- 
fing Officers^ and rai/ing Soldiers, and 
they made up Four BattVions each confi- 
fitngof40o Men. Many of thefe Oflli* 
cers, who had all been in the Service, 
were Gentlemen. The Firft Bactilion 
was commanded hyM. Jlyguieres^ former- 
ly Lieut. Colonel of the Regiment af 
JfUnders, the Second by M. Leotand an 
old Captain ^ the Royal Regiment, the Third 
by M. Monbtan, who had been Captain 
of the Regiment of Trovence, and the 
fourth by Af. Beaumont em ancient Cap- 
Cain and Afajor of the Regiment of 
LangueJoc, being all Four Men of ^^ 
//>/. The Major of this Body, con/ift- 
iii£[ofx6oo Men, wiiVvoux. uVAxv^inthe 
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Offifiers^ was M. Mw(faft^ Sotvtothefitft 
Coafal^ formerly Lieatenant of the King's 
Regiment. They placed Guards at the 
Gates, and to eafe the Tradefaieii the 
Gentleman and principal Citizens were 
willing like wife to Mount the Guard. 
There was, befides thefe 4 Battalions, a 
Company of 120 Citizens, MenofFigure, 
commanded by M RaiUm Caftain Major 
in orMnarjf of the City, who is chofe every 
year,j to ttus Company was committed 
the.keepipg of one of the prindpal Gates 
of the City. 

The Confuls, while bufied about this 

Affidr, and getting Arms for thefe Battali*- 

ons, received orders from Count Crigmm^ 

Lieut. General of the Kings Forces and 

Commander in Provence, to provide Lodg« 

ingsfor, and furnifti withForrage and o- 

ther NecelTaries all the Equipages of the 

Troops and General Officers, who were 

fent to the affiftance of Toukn, The E« 

quipages amounted to upwards of 3000 

Horfe, and almoft as many Servants, who 

were all provided witfi Forrageby the 

Corporation, with fo great Order, that 

there was no Room for Complaints; Count 

GrignonyV/hov/zs ztToulon, no fooner under- 

ftood the Duke of Savoy's de(ign of raifing 

the Siege and retrisacing, but he fent a 

Courier exprefs to the Coufuls of Jrks 

to acquaint them with ic. 



'" khoat 8 Days after the Siege of 7«»U 
had been raifed and the Enennn Fleet 
failed from theftcOj fear of their great 
Ships were difcorcrcd off tbc Momhd^ 
Jti^e^ Near the entrance into the Rxrer 
ftands aTower called S.Geneefs-tnmfitxik 
by the Inhabitants of Arks for the Beoeft 
of the VeiTels that come in and go out of 
the River, and to fhelter facfa as are drore 
thither by Strefs of Weather. The Con- 
(hls ofArhs fent a Guard to this Place j the 
Soldiers (kur^as foon as day light appearedi 
that thefe four Ships lnjf a crofi the Mouth 
of the Rhofne, and approached fo near^tbac 
if the Weather had n&t been calm at that 
time^ thev would have run a danger of 
being can away ; for this Is a more dan- 
gerous Place than the Oulph tyiUm: 
However they cook the advantage of the 
Weatherj and advancing ]ay at Anchor 
in a place where no Ship ever befo^ had 
ventured to Anchor^ from whence they 
fent their long Boats up the Khdjne; where 
t^^y 4 or f Barks laden with Com and Oi 
ther Provifions for A&r/^iZie/. The long 
Boats prelently feized 4 of them^ and at 
the fame time alarmed all the Country 
thereabouts^ which is inhabited only by 
Fifiermen and Sbefbtfds. The Pilots^ who 
are maintained by the Corporation of Arks 
to found the PaJEag^e c^Wdi \eQTft}^ V^^ 
ketween the Bht^nt axAtYv^^^^>^^tkx.o«c«. 
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City of Arks to gire an Acooutit of vhit 
had happened. They were afiraid that in 
cafe their Slups or cheir Boats ihould land 
any Men, they would Plunder the 
Country and Burn the Bafiides^ of which 
there is a very great quantity in this part, 
but not fo much as one Villages M. iliSwu- 
f^rt^ the firft Confuls went in all haft 
thicher^ to fee how matters were^ and in 
the mean time M. Saxi who commanded 
in the City and the other Confuls who 
commanded with him^ ordered Boats to 
be got ready, and embarked ^oo armed 
Men with between ;o and 60 Oflicett: ■ 
and Gentlemen, for the greater Branch ot** 
the Rbone^ and about 400 for the leiler, 
to go for Maries a fmallCity which Count 
Grignan had committed to the Proteftion 
of the Confuls of ArUs^ who were to 
fend Succours to it as there ihould be Oo* 
cafion. M. Mmtfm went away the next 
Morning by break of Day. 

I have had no Account of the Particu* 
lars of what happened after his departure; 
but have only been informed that his 
Voyage proved fuccefsful, and that the 
Enemies retired. 

'Tis obfervable from what has been faid< 
that the Gentlemen of ArUs were extream '^ 
diligent to put themfelves in a Condition 
to Ka^ fparing nothing upon this Occ^.^ 
fion, thro* their great ZeA\,WA^vtv%,^- 
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very thing which might be any ways 
fcr?iccablc for the Prcfemtion oftrovtncei 
but likewife entred upon AAion, in as 
much as they feot off Barks with more 
than laoo Men, including the Officen 
to dri^ethcEnemies Ships trom theCoaft, 
who otherwife might have landed^ as we ' 
obferv'd before, wluchlets us fee bow 
careful they were in erery thing that nright 
either concern Pr&vena in particular, or 
the feryice oFthe State in General. 

AItho*I have already fpoke of all that 
was done by the City of j^x at fo criti- 
^JCfl a jundure, the confequences of which 
tiave proved fo Glorious to all the Inha- 
bitants of Provence, I cann't bat add here 
the following Letters which ftew how 
welItheKingwasfatis(iedwiththofeGentl^ 
men, the Mayors and Confuls i^Aix.

The King, having .cQQjtinued in tbeir 
Employments, the Perfoas to whom bis 
Majefty did the Honour to write thefe 
Letters, in Confideration of the Services 
they bad done the Sute, during the Stay 
ofthe Duke of Savof in Trmenct ; we fee 
by this,- that his Sacred Maj efty is as rea« 
dy to reward thole who diftinguiih them« 
felves in the iPerformance of their Duty, 
as they are to evidence their Zeal and Fi^^ 
delity upon preffing Occafions. 

There are many. thing$ in tbisTreadfe 
4ipt placed in order of time, but accor- 
ding tp the tsme they came to my Know.- 
ledge, I ibould have taken notice in 
(peak ing of what pa^ed upon the 2 ^ th of 
^ugufi^ (hat a£cei the EaeviiiA&^iitx^ ^S^ 
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from Thodotij the Generals upon their Ar- 
rival at FrejHs , where they began to 
flacken their March, thought it neccflfary 
the States General mould be informed of 
the Reafons which engaged them to break 
up the Siege of Tbolm. They called a 
Council upon it^ where they prefently 
ownd their fault in having let four:* 
wholeDays pafs without writing any things 
fince 'twas not only highly reafonabte 
forthwith to inform thole^ of the Xfisfor- 
tune which bad happened to them, whom 
the Enterprize of Toulm had coft lb dear { 
but likewife becaufe they had left Fame 
to report it^ which /he would not fail to 
do^ and perhaps with fbme Circumftan-^ 
ces not to their Honour^ which they 
could not prevent the States General from 
givhsg Credit toj fotrue itis^ that the 
firft News of any thing, makes u Impre(^' 
fion upon the Minds ot thoie to whom ir 
is told for Truth. It being refohred npoit 
to write to the States General^ the ne!xt 
Queftion was^ who to pitch upon to" 
write this Letter ^ or rather Manififiji f 
which^ notwithftandingall the advanea- 
gious Colours that coula be given it^ and 
all the Turns that could be thought upon 
to foften the Misfortune^ muft needs 
difpleafe the States General. In fliort^ 
after the Matteriiad been dcbaxt^. ^ V^^'cc^ 
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unikreake to do it ; and although this 
Prince had ac firft fliewed fomcRelU' 
AztiQG^ yet he had Reafons to make him 
defire it. And as he was perfuaded that 
the Siege oitboulm had not been raifed^ if 
they had taken his Advice at firft^ he was 
contented to juftifie himfelf in a Letter 
* tH!at did not feem to come from him a- 
}one^ but from all the Generals of the Al- 
lies together. 

The Letter began with the Valour 
of the Duke of Savoy ^ and the Vigilance 
of the Generals of the Confederates j and 
proceeding afterwards to the Reafons 
^hich occafioned the raifing the Siege of 
a Place^ which all Holland was perfuadect 
Vould be taken ; he gives them to undcr- 
fiand^ that the Conqueft might have been 
obtained^ and that if the Advice of thofe 
who propofed the proper Means^ had 
been followed, they might have made 
tbemfetves Mwers of the Place ; that 
nocwithftanding, both they whofe Coun- 
fels were followed^ and thofe who com- 
plied with them^ thought they took right 
Meafiires^ and that if they had perceived 
themfelves in an Error^ as indeed they 
were, they would not have done what 
they did ; but that in Councils^ where 
^U who give theit kdi\cftuido it with a 
£ood Defign, U fomtAmt^ tol^^^t^s^ ^8k«l 
t/i^y m^it^i. a, bad. CViolc^. W^ «Sx^\*»*fc 
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adJs, that the Fleet might have cntred 
into the little Road, before the Forti 
were taken, which guarded the Paffage, 
that they fiiould have landed lo or 12006 
Men at Cioutat^ to have cut off the Com- 
mynicatioo with Marfeiltes^ and that when 
'twas found iroprafticable to force Mar- 
fhal Tejfc from the Poft of S. Am^ they 
ought to have marched diredHy to A':x ; 
and he could not forbear adding, that it' 
all this had been j>ut in Execution, they 
had infallibly made fuch a Progr^fs into 
Trovence, that the Allies would have been 
able to keep there iall the Winter. Iri the 
following part of the Letter, he did not 
conceal what LolTes'the Allies had fa- 
fiained before Thculon, which he fecmed 
not unwilling to decUre^ becaufe they 
fiill made more againft thofe, who were 
unwilling to follow thofe Meaiures whicb 
would have prevented them, and in tht 
end, much contributed to the Conqueft 
of Tiouhn, and confequently of all Troi^ 
vence. This Letter was only communica- 
ted to certain Members of the States^ who 
axe appointed to examine Matters, whe- 
ther they ought to be made publick^ or 
not^ by reafon of the dangerous Confe- 
quences that would fometimes follow, 
upon the Publication of bad News, and 
efpecially fuch as concern the LofTes fu- 
fiained by the State. Wherefore 'twas 
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diovghe requilite, not only ci 
rhe ioA Letter, but not fo 
ta let it be known, tbzt the 1 
writ to the Scatei General, 
whether thofe Persons, whofe 
11 to fceep fecrets, or Prince E 
^Iff who did not write with 
that hb Leuer {hould be ftifled 
it, at 'tis very probable he migl 
Pecfoos at the H^jm reported 
teoti of ir. 

The following Relation is 
of a Letter of Abbot Vtaiij , 
S. Johat at rf4;«, of the Order i 
giving an Account of what w; 
M. Cbaluctt, Bfibop ofTmUvf d 
Siege of that Place. 

Ttus great Prelate, who dei 
felf wholly to the Managemt 
XHocefe, and whofe Charity ti 
bat been always very extenfire, 
with a RefoltttioD, oecominp; t1 
Act of a Prelate that lora his I 
prelfing loftances that were nii 
£0 out o^Tbotdm I and when 
for turning out the Poor as mfit 
this Prelate fuccoured them, an 
S. F«rer, that the Poor were 
Ptrftms, that he would provide 
and therefore he might let 
raain in the City, fince rhey 
DO Charge. This Yie\»w w«i 
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the Siege ^^ where-ever Charity callo^ 
him. He was at great Expence^ Hnce 
'cwas then more neceilary than at another 
time. His Deporcment charmed all the 
Officers ; he did not feek to avoid the 
Bombs by lodging under Ground^ chat he 
might the better comfort ind fuccour the 
Miferable^ Wy continuing more in view. 
Therefore he did not quit his Palace^ and 
took abundance of Care and Pains to pro- 
vide for the Security of the Poor^ while 
the Bombs gall'd the Town. One of 
them fell into his Anti-chamber ^ and 
beating open the Door of the Chamber 
where he lay^ the Splinters of it broke h^ 
Bed-poi}s< The Prelate awaking at the 
Noife^ and perceiving his Hou(e ih^ke^ 
put on his Night-Gown^ and retired into 
the Churchy to return God Thanks for 
preferving his Life. The mpft confider^ 
ole Perfons of the City^ underfianding 
what Danger their Bilhop had.beenTg, 
went in a Body to feek hinu :ind ihtreat- 
ed him in the moft preffing manner^ not 
to expofe himielf any longer to the like 
Dangers, but to go out ofthe Tbwn^ tel- 
ling lum^ that he ihould not refiife 
them, and defiring that he would pardon 
the Violence they offered ^mr. lie was 
forced through a pious Modeliy, and for 
avoiding the Appearance of a hnughry 
Stubbome^ to retire to dUkula ^ Ni\v\\>c\^^ 



Ac Poor followed him. But being dcfi^ 
reus CO make his Abfence as ufeful to tbe 
City of thouhm as his Prefence^ he pofted 
CO Marfeilles, to haften the Supplies of ma- 
ny things which were wanting at Tboulon^ 
T7hilc be was ading in this manner^ with 
a true AfFedion for the publick Welfare. 
27 more Bombs fell upon his Palace3 ana 
almoft demoliihed it. He returned to the 
Csty after the Siege was broke up^ where 
lie has continued ever (ince. without 
ceafing to afCft the Poor^ and fuch who 
in any wife have been reduced to want^ 
through the Lofies they fuftain'd by the 
BomlK. 

Hi. Abbot Viawf having compofed an Enco-* 
xnium upon the Bimop of Tboulm, in a 
Letter written to one of his Friends, out 
of which the preceeding Extrad was ta- 
ken, feot at the fame time an Elogy in 
Heroick Verfe, to the Prelate himfelf, 
with tnis Title : The Cbarailer of mj 
Zari Bifhop ^^Thoulon ; and this Prelate 
having both read the above-mention- 
ed Letter 5 and Abbot Vian/^ Verfes^ 
fent the following Anfwer to the Ab- 
bot* The Bi{hop*s Modeffy and Wit, 
are both confpicuous in this Letter, 
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lit TOiie, Sir, can be more obliged 
l\ to you than my felf, for the good 
Opinion you have of me. If . you had 
not difcovered it to the Worlds I ffiould 
have been more oblig'd to you. Per- 
fons will be feeking at Tbonton for the O- 
riginal of the fine Pidure you have 
drawn. The Draught will excite Cu- 
riofityj but the Scrutiny will not be fos 
my Honour* I am to thank you there- 
fore for informing me what I ought to 
be. . No one is oetter qualified lb give 
Inftrudions. Had I Parts to improve 
them, I fhould. become a great Man; 
but I muft not pretend to fo great Abi- 
lities. I could wifbfor them^ fmce they 
would be of ufe to tell you better" than 
I do^ that lam, 

Might I Bl^tllowed to divert from 
my Subjed , ^pbl<i^ ought not^ to be 
lett^ efpecially being fo important, as is 
the matter of this Treatife'- I cotiU ^r 
much in Commendation or the Biihop of 
Tboulm^s Letter^ who eJcp'relTes a gre^t 
deal in a few Words, aha pleafes by his 
concife Stik, wherein each Line contaiiis 
an entire Thought. " . " \

parts of this Treatife, what was done^

. jUid Fiddicy, at a time wherein all Pr$» 
^nice had reafon to fear it muft change its 
I^l^fter. But as I have taken what has 
l>een laid Trom feveral Letters^ and others 
havinp come into m]^ Hands fince, wtucb 
feem better to explain thofe AAions aN 
ready mentioned, 'twill nor^ I prefume, 
be looked upon as a Repetition^ to add 
Ibmewhat more on that Head« 

The Nfarfhal of Forvilk, the King's 
Ueutenant in Trovena^ Field Marflial of 
Ills Majefties Armies^ Governour of Mar- 
fiHIes, ajod Commander in chief of the 
Squadron' of French Galiies^ put above 
30000 of the Inhabitants in ArmS| who 
formed a very fine Body of Troops^ and 
were de/igned to po&fs the nece/2ary 
Pofts, as occafion ftould require. He 
liad appointed a Company of young Gen- 
tlemen to ferve near his Perfon^ who daily 
mounted the Guards at his Houfe. He k> 
far honoured this Company^ which was 
very noble^ as to let them choofe their 
own Captain. The Chevalier Je Pilles 
bis Nephew was Captain Lieutenant, He 
likewilehadaTroopofHorfej compofed 
^f Inhabitants who had been in the Ser- 
iFice, commanded by M* Lobee, an ancient 

: Captain of Horfe. This Troop was 
very fine. There was befides thefe^ 
inother Company made up of Work- 
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fa the King's Service, in the Qu^^i^ bf 
Soldiers, and foitie as Sergeants ; wbp Ii4> 
fides Arins, had alfo their Tools to make 
ufe of upon occadon. The Mais^ of 
Fm^'s^ divided the City into Teyeral 
ViRtids, and nominated a Coinmnidk 
for each of them,, who was to have under 
him all the Inhabitants of that Quarter, 
that were not of the number of thofe ap- 
pointed to mirch: and one may venture 
to (ay, that all ^ Ine Inhabitants put th^r 
entire Confidence in the Prudence 4nd 
Courage of their Governour>s well with 
RefpeA to the King's Service, as what 
concerned the Intereft of the City. He 
like wile greatly increiafed his Effeem, by 
the Sentiments with which he inipired the 
Inhabitants, to facrifice not only their 
Lives, but Eftates too-, for the Servi(;e 0f 
the King, and Defence of their 'Cotn* 
try, 

I fliall fay nothing here as to Whit 
concerns the lacrificing their Effates^'av- 
ing already fpoke largely upon i;hat Head 
in this Treatue. 

The Marquis Je ForviUe commanded 
not only in the City and Jurifdl^ion of 
Marfeilfet, as Qovernour, but he had like- 
wife as Field Marlbal, the CoijiiGnandbf 
theTroops in theCiteadels, as alfo pf thofe 
who were round about in the Nelmbour-
